Panis, Dec. 21.—The steamship Canada, 
which sailed from New-York on Dec. 9 for 
Havre, having on board Patrick Reynolds, Willie 
Lane, Patrick Ryan,and Austin Fitzgerald, the 
Newark boys who had been bitten by a mad dog, 
arrived off Havre last night, but was unable to 
enter the harbor until this morning. The corre- 
spondent of THE TIMES was‘at the dock when 
the Canada reached it and was warmly greeted 
by Dr, Billings, who gave him the details of the 
voyage. There was no incident worthy of par- 
ticular note. The trip was an easy one and the 
children behaved well. Young Reynolds, who 
was full of a boy’s animal. spirits, was 
at times a terror to the servants and 
sailors, who mistook his monkey pranks for 
indications of the development of hydrophobia. 
The debarkation was a tedious affair, but the 
party finally started in a special train for Paris, 
and arrived here at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Mrs. Ryan and the children under her charge 
were placed in comfort in a small hotel near M. 
Pasteur’s laboratory. Dr. Billings, guided by 
Tae Trmes’s correspondent, then started in 
tearch of M. Pasteur. lt was now 5 o’clock, and 
little hope was entertained of finding the object 
of search, but fortunately the precaution had 
been taken to inform him by telegraph of the 
coming of the party, and he was found waiting 
in his office in the Normal School, Rue Ulm. M. 
Pasteur welcomed Dr. Billings most cordially 
and suggested that the inoculation be made to- 
morrow. 

“ But cannot it be attended to to-night?” 
asked Dr. Biliings. 

“Certainly, if you insist upon it,” replied M. 
Pasteur. 

“The sooner the better,” explained Dr. Bill- 
Ings. 

M. Pasteur then said: “My medical assistant 
has gone home for the night.- Will you make 
the injection ?” 

“I would do so most willingly,” Dr. Billings 
replied, ** were it notso much better to have it 
flone by a resident physician.” 

“ Very well, then,” rejuined M. Pasteur, “I 
will send for Dr. Grancher, my assistant, and 
ask him to come thisevening. If he can come 
{ will gladly inoculate the children to-night. 
Return to your hotel and wait.” 

Scarcely had the soup with which the dinner 
was begun been finished when word was brought 

hat M. Pasteur and assistant would be ready for 

he party at7 o’clock. lt 1s scarcely necessary 
to say that we were punctual. In the laboratory 
Were at the hour gathered all the members of 
the party, including Mrs. Ryan. We had to wait 
afew minutes while M. Pasteur inoculated a 
Hungarian officer, who had been bitten a fort- 
night before at Pesth by the mad dog of a drug- 
gist. This officer, who is a handsome fellow, had 
been badly :bitten in his right arm. When he 
came out of the laboratory Dr. Grancher pro- 
duced a vial of virus, syringes, and lancets. 

“ Begin with the eldest first,” directed M. 
Pasteur, whereupon the youngest at once began 
to bawl, but was soon quieted. Young Lane 
was chosen as the first subject, seated in a chair, 
and told to uncover his abdomen. M. Pasteur 
was seated close to the boy on the right and Dr. 
Grancher infront. The iatter filled . his syringe, 
gathered up a portion of the flesh near the 
navel, aud before the boy fairly realized what 
‘was happening, had thrust in the instrument 
and the inoculation was safely over. The turns 
of-Fitzgerald, Reynolds, and Baby Ryan then 
followed. Each of the children bore the opera- 
tion bravely.‘ The whole affair lasted less than 
aquarterof anhour. M. Pasteur did. not look 
at the wounds, but he was full of gentleness and 
sympathy for the children. 

At Dr. Billings’s request the savant was in- 
formed that the doctor had six dogs locked up 
‘which had been bitten by the animal from whose 
mad fury the children were sufferers. 

“ Killthem! Kill them!” he said, with great 
emphasis. 

* But,” said Dr. Billings, “I want to xeep them 
and see if they wiligo mad. The result will test 
the value of your operation in the case of these 
children.” 

“Ah, very good! Excellenti" responded M. 
Pasteur. 

Dr. Billings asked permission to visit other 
parts of the laboratory, and M. Pasteur replied: 
“ Yes, you shall see all to-morrow. 1 will show 
youeverything. I will take you to see my dogs, 
acd give you some virus to take to America.” 

When asked how many cases like these he had 
had, he replied: “ Let me see; these make 114 
since the beginning.” 

“ How many cases have you now under your 
charge ?”” 

** About 20, and all are doing well.” 

When asked: “ How longdo yor want us to 
stay in Paris,” he replied: ** I will be glad if you 
remain at least eightorten days. Drive the 
boys around here in the morning, so that I can 
look at them and tell when they will require 
another injection.” 

Thus we left him. Thechildren are nowsleep- 
ing peacefully, in apparent contentment and 
good health,

EXPLOSION IN A DISTILLERY. 


A BUILDING BLOWN TO PIECES, TWO MEN 
KILLED, AND SEVERAL INJURED. 

Dayton, Ohio, Dec. 21.—Trebien’s dis- 
tillery, 10 miles east of this city, was completely 
wrecked to-day by a boiler explosion which oc- 
curred shortly after midday. Two men were 
killed and several others seriously injured. At 
the time of the explosion Wayne Potter, engi- 
neer, and H. C. Gordon, a cattle feeder, were in 
the boiler room. Gordon was killed outright, 
and Potter was so terribly burned and 
mangled that he has since died. Aft- 
er the explosion Potter was found in 


the wreck, and he presented a terrible sight. He 
had a deep gash over his right eye, his left leg 
and left arm were broken, and the flesh was 
peeling off his body in great patches from the 
effects of the steam, Harvey Tumbling, a 
teamster, was struck by a flying timber, and was 
seriously injured about the head. Isauc Woolf, 
who was unloading coal into the rear end of the 
boiler house, was thrown several hundred feet 
into the river, and it was at first thought that 
he was but slightly injured. He, however, com- 
plains of pains in his back, and serious internal 
injuries are now feared trom the fall. 

The jarge smoke stack was blown off the grist 
mill which adjoins the distillery and all of the 
windows around were badly shattered. Large 
— of irop were twisted out of shape and 

urled in all directions. There is scarcely any- 
thing left to mark the site or the former boiler 
building. The walls, roof,and all were carried 
away by the force of the expiosion and scat- 
tered on the surrounding farms. Oneend of the 
boiler tooka downward course and plowed a 
hole into the ground several feetdeep. The boil- 
ers were large and substantial, and there were 
three in theset. The explosion was caused by 
Engineer Potter allowing the water to get too 
low. Just before the explosion he was carrying 
8 pounds of steam. Twostories of the large 
distillery which adjoined the ill-fated boiler 
house were wrecked, and about 12,000 bushels of 
malt was scattered about and rendered worth- 


less. 

All of the men who were at workin the dis- 
tillery were injured more or less while attempt- 
ing to escape trom. the building. A mule and 
cart which had been backed up against the 
boiler house were hurled several hundred feet.

EDISON’S PATENTS UPHELD. 


THE BELL TELEPHONE MONOPOLY CONTIN- 
UED IN CANADA, 


Ottawa, Ontario, Dec. 21.—_In giving 
judgment upholding the validity of the Edison 
telephone patent and dismissing the application 
to have it annulled, Dr. Tache, Deputy Min- 
ister of Agriculture for Canada, held that the 
charges of importation, non-manufacture, and 
refusal to sell had not been proved as regards 
patent Nos. 8,026 of 1877, 9,922 of 1879, and 
9,923 of the same date, issued to Phomas Elva 
Edison, and now owned by the Bell Telephone 
Company. He decided that the setting aside of 
Bell’s patent last year for importation and re- 
fusal to seil did not affect the Edison patent, 
though both were owned by the same company. 
The voidance of one patent for telephones dues 
not, in the Deputy Minister’s opinion, entail 
voidance of another patent for telephones, be- 
cause they stand as distinct combinations. 
Bell’s patent was declared null and void by 
the Minister of Agriculture because there 
was ample proof of importation in for- 
bidden time having taken place, to the 
notable detriment of home labor, and 
because there was sufficient ovroof of 
refusal to seli which amounted to non-manu- 
facture, while in Edison’s case there was no such 
proof asapplied to any ont of the three Edison 
patents, These several patents acquired by the 
Bell Company are all for the purpose of tele- 
phonic communication. They all make use of 
the same elements, but they are distinct com- 
binations and have a right to stand as separate 
inventions. Thisis a fundamental principle in 
patents in all countries, there being every where 
a great many patents of combinations for an en- 
tirely new art or mechanism. It is further de- 
clared that a patentee is within the meaning of 
the law in-regard of his obligation to manu- 
facture, when he has kept himself ready either 
to furnish the patented article or to sell the right 
of using, Souge it may be that not one single 
specimen of the article has been produced; and 
he-may have voided his patent by refusal to sell, 
although his patents were in generat use. . The 
Bell Company, therefore, continue the telephone 
menoey in Canada by meansof Edison's pat- 
en

THE HOME RULE SCHEMES

OPPOSITION IN ENGLAND AND 
IRELAND. 

MESSRS. CHILDERS AND COWEN EXPRESS 
THEIR VIEWS—A LOYALIST APPEAL 
ISSUED BY THE ORANGE GRAND LODGE. 

Lonpvon, Dec. 21.—An interview was had 
to-day with the Right Hon. Hugh C. Childers, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer under Mr. Glad- 
stone’s administration, on the subject of Irish 
home rule. The ex-Minister said that his views 
on the question had undergone no change. He 
thought that if home rule were granted to 
Ireland a rigid line should be drawn _ be- 
tween strictly imperial matters, which the 
imperial Parliament alone should deal with, and 
measures relating to the ordinary administra- 
tion of justice, internal trade, railroads, public 
works, education, and the relief of the poor, all 
of which questions could be better dealt with 
by the Local Government. Mr. Childers said he 
was generally disposed to meet in a generous 
spirit the request of Ireland for local self-gov- 
ernment, He thought that Parliament might 
require, even in the regulation of purely Irish 
matters, the maintenance of religious liberty 
and a strict observance of contracts, and that 
the rights of property be as much protected as 
under the United States Constitution from fn- 
fringement by the individual State. 

Mr. Joseph Cowen, a Radical reformer and 
member of Pariiament-elect for Newcastile-on- 
Tyne, has issued a manifesto to his constituents 
respecting home rule for Ireland. Mr. Cowen 
was the chief one of the exceptions made by 


Mr. Parnell in his manifesto instructing Nation- | 


alists not to vote for Liberal or Radical candi- 
dates. Mr. Cowen says: ‘‘It is impossible for 
England to consent to protective tariffs for Ire- 
land, to the confiscation of the property of Jand- 
lords ia Ireland, or to allow the Irish members 
to legislate on the home affairs of England in 
addition to having their own Parliament. With 
these exceptions,I approve of home rule for 


Ireland. Paper guarantees for the representa- 
tion of minorities, the equitable partition of all 
imperial charges, aod the unity of the em- 
pire, in my opinion, are useless. The best se- 
curity against a disruption of the union is the 
mutual interests existing between England and 
Ireland.” 


DuBuin, Dec. 21.—The Grand Orange 
Lodge of Ireiand held a meeting in Dublin to- 
day to devise means for opposing the schems of 
home rule for Ireland. A large number of 
Peers and several Loyalist members of the House 
ot Commons were present, A manifesto ad- 
dressed to thé Orangemen of Great Britain was 
drafted, and will be posted throughout Great 
Britain and Ireland to-morrow. It is substan- 
tially as follows: ** The aspect of affairs in Ire- 
land was never more menacing than at present. 
Protestantism in three of the four provinces is 
atthe mercy of avowed conspirators, who are 
endeavoring to overthrow therule of the im- 
perial Government, ‘The duty of all true Irish- 
men is plain. While unwaveringly upholding 
Orange principles and abating not one jot 
of our conscientious opinions, we shall cordially 
welcome all who are willing to assist in keeping 
intact the bond of unity with the great empire of 
which we are proud to form a not unimportant 
part. Our little band of Loyalists finds itself in a 
position of unequaled difficulty. Weare greatly 
outnumbered by the members of the Irish Na- 
tional League, the delegates, direct heirs and 
successors of the Land League, which even a 
Liberal Government was forced to suppress as 
illegal, and which is answerable for many thou- 
sands of outrages. The smal! but firmly united 
band of Loyalist members of the House of 
Commons by energy and determination may 
convince their English brethren that the Loyal- 
ists represent the industry and intelligence of 
Ireland. If the Parnellite faction does not 
succeed whoily in its endeavor to sever the 
ucion by degrees one of the first points which it 
will seek to obtain will be the complete control 
of feducational matters. This wotld give the 
Parnellites contro! over the rising generation, 
while the command of the police. would. 
make them masters of the present.genera- 
tion. If the police should be comtranded by 
Mr. Parnell’s nominees, as would certainly 
be the case in the event of the Parneliites’ de. 
mands being granted; the Loyalists would be 
placed ina worse position than that of their 
ancestors under the ruie of Tyrconnell. The 
slightest relaxation of the ties of the union will 
eventuate in separation and the ultimate ruin of 
the country. It will establish a drill ground for 
hostiic armies and dockyards for foreign fleets 
in the most vulnerabie part of the empire. 
Therefore we appeal to those realizing our im- 
minent peril to stand shoulder to shoulder in 
defense of the union and in the promotion of 
the cause of loyalty, liberty, and religion. For 
God, the Queen, and the country!’? The mani- 
festo is signed by Lords Erne and Enniskillen.

SUED BY THE VICAR-GENERAL, 


THE EDITOR OF A CHICAGO CATHOLIC PAPER 
CHARGED WITH LIBEL, 

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—The Very Rev. P. J. 
Conway, Vicar-General of the Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese of Chicago, to-day swore out a war- 
rant for the arrest of M. J. Cahill, Presi- 
dent of the Church Pilot and Rome 
Light Publishing Company, of this city, 
and editor of the paper, which is an obscure 
one. The libelous matter appearea in the Pilot 
issued last Saturday. In the article to which 
exceptions are taken the paper says that 


it recently learned that serious rumors 
affecting the character of the Vicar-General 
were afloat, and asked Father Conway to deny 
them. He paid no attention to the request, and 
the paper, therefore, saw fit to print the sub- 
stance of some of these alleged charges, and this 
is how it was done: 

“One of the rumors that are afloat is that the 
church funds were used to purchase two tarms

Archbishop Feehan referred 
the request to Father Conway _ for in- 
vestigation. The latter refused@the re- 
quest, being convinced that Cahill was 
**not a proper character to represent the Catholic 
population of the archdiocese in the capacity of 
editor of the official organ of the Archbishop." 
In the pique created by this refusal Father 
Conway finds the only explanation of the attack 
onhim. “I haven’tadollar’s worth of property 
in my own name in the world,” says the Vicar- 
General, ‘and my relations were never in a po- 
sition to require help from me to buy farms. 
As to my administration of affairs at 5t. Pat- 
rick’s, I am perfectly willing to undergo inves- 
tigation.” 


TWO RAILROADS AT ODDS. 





STOPPING ALL TRAINS UNTIL AN AGREE- 
MENT WAS SIGNED. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 21.—Railroad circles 
were stirred up here to-day by the hostile move- 
ments of the East Tennessee and the Georgia Pa- 
cific Roads. For 13 hours the freight trains of 
the East Tennessee were blocked here 
by the action of the Georgia Pacific. 
Between Atlanta and Austell there is a 
stretch of 17 miles, the track being part of the 
main stem of the Georgia Pacific, but, under 
agreement, used by the East Tennessee Road. 
At Austell the Alabama Division of the East 
Tennessee branches off on its own line.: It was 
on this part of the road that the terrible wreck 
of one week--ago, -in- which 2 lives were fost, 
took place. Assoon asthe accident took place 
the authorities of each road. began shift- 
ing the responsibility tnerefor on the other, 
and the charges and countercharges  be- 
came exceedingly bitter. fIn the Coroner’s 
investigation the conflict between the roads 
manifested itself in various ways. Snice that 
time the feeling has grown worse. The Georgia 
Pacific managers made the formal demand that 
their construction of the road rules should be 
accepted. The East Tennessee declined to ac- 
cept that construction, because by so doing it 
would acknowledge itself in the wrong in the 

reat accident, and thus become liable for the 

300,000 of damage suits now being filed by the 
friends of the victims. 

At Jl o’clock last night, asthe East Tennessee 
freight train approached the 17-mile section, it 
found its way jocked by the Georgia Pacific 
officials. Successive freight trains continued to 
arrive until three miles of cars stood blocked 
upon the track. The Georgia Pacific people 
stood firm before the belligerent onslaughts of 
the East Tennessee folks. ‘* They dare not stop 
the United States muils,’’ they said. ‘We 
will test them on that.’” When the north- 
bouna East Tennessee mail train arrived 
it was halted and the offer was made by the 
Georgia Pacific to haul the mail carinits own 
train over the disputed 17 miles. For one hour 
the train stood at bay, when a compromise was 
reached, to the effect that the East Tennessee 
would adopt the Georgia Pacific construction of 
the rules so far as the future was concerned, but 
that. the past should be left to the courts, When 
this agreement had been duly signed the three 
miles of East Tennessee trajns started toward 
their destination. 
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STRUCK BY AN EXPRESS TRAIN. 


A HUSBAND OF A MONTH KILLED AND HIS 
BRIDE AT THE POINT OF DEATH. 

NEwBuRG, N. Y., Dec, 21.—The Pacific 
Express, west bound, on the Erie Railroad late 
on Saturday evening struck a team of horses 
and carriage at Goshen, the latter containing 
Mr. Philip Brady, his wife, and sister-in-law, 
Miss Mary Lynch, all of that village. Mr. Brady 
was instantly killed, and when picked up the 
brains were oozing from a deep cut in his 
head. Mrs. Brady was struck on the 


head and severely injured. There were 
several deep cuts inflicted on her head, 
and her face was horribly disfigured. She 
is now hovering between life and death. Miss 
Lynch received no injuries, but is completely 
prostrated from the effects of the shock to her 
nervous system. Te horses were killed instant- 
ly, and the wagon broken into. kindling wood. 
The accident occurred at the Greenwich-street 
crossing, which is on a curve, and the train was 
running fast, not eg at Goshen, Mr. 
Brady was 40 years old. e@was macried justa 
month ago to Miss Maggie Lynch, of New-York. 
He owned considerable property at Goshen, and 
was a sober, industrious citizen. 





A JUVENILE KLEPTOMANIAC. 
CuricaGo, Dec. 21.—Baker Henry Macho- 
witz is an honest, industrious man with one 
child, a little girl named Helen, 11 years old. 
Helen is the baker’s only cross, and he and 
his wife were crying bitterly when they 
entered the Chicago-Avenue Police Station this 


afternoon leading pretty little Helen by the 
hand. ‘Won't you please lock my child up,” 
said the baker to the desk Sergeant, ‘till we 
can send her to some house of correction. We 
can do nothing with her. She steals every- 
wheres. We send her to school and she 
runs away. Then she goes on the street 
and makes friends with some nicely dressed 
lady. Then—’* and the baker broke down, and 
he and his wife cried as if their hearts would 
break, while little Helen looked on with appa- 
rent amusement--‘‘ then,” said’ the baker when 
he regained his voice, ““she steals from the lady 
and from the stores where the lady takes her.”’ 

The child is apparently a kleptomaniac. She is 
very pretty. and winaing in her manners and 
reads and writes nicely.

SLOSSON WINS THE GAME

A CLOSE CONTEST WITH VIGNAUX 
IN CHICAGO. 

BILLIARDS WHICH DRAGGED TEDIOUSLY IN 
THE EARLY EVENING, BUT IN WHICH 
SOME FINE RUNS WERE MADE. 

Cuicaa@o, Dec. 21.—Maurice Vignaux and 

‘George Slosson began to-night the series of tie 

games to settle the billiard tournament played 

here a few weeks ago, and Slosson won the 


points in 49 innings, stretching over 
just five hours. His average wag only a little 
above that of Vignaux, although his playing 
was on the whole muchsuperior. Central Music 
Hall was only about half filled, and it is proba- 
ble that the gate receipts of the tie games will 
not be nearly as large as were hoped for. 

Charles Parker introduced the players to 
the spectators, and also made the latter ac- 
quainted with John Callahan, of Milwaukee, the 
Referee. Vignaux won the bank, and, cbosing 
the black ball, counted from the _ spot, 
but slipped up on a two-cushion

Slosson, on the con- 
trary, played a good game after the fourth in- 
ning, making runs of 20, 30, 54,and 24. At the 
end of the ninth inning Slosson had 136 
points to his credit and Vignaux but 
23. In the tenth inning Vignaux picked 
up 47 while’ Slosson went only half as 
far. The balls were in good position for the 
Frenchman in the eleventh inning, and he placed 
93 more buttons to his credit before he sat down, 
the score then standing—Vignaux, 165; Slos- 
son, 159, * 

Slosson caught the lead again with a run of 
16, and, Vignaux failing to score, Slosson add- 
ed 46 more to his string, stopping on a 
unlucky foul. From this point on the 
game dragged wearily enough, neither 
player seeming to be in even practice form. 
The work was stiff, hard, and rough, and 
nearly all open-tabie. At the end of the 
twentieth inning the score stood—Vignaux 
282: Slosson, 316, and it became evident 
that neither man was likely to reach 800 points 
foralong time. There was nothing lively in the 
game from this time uv to the twenty- 
sixth inning, when Vignaux made a 
little spurt of 42, and Slosson followed 
with 38, Then Vignaux went to the rail and won 
the first applause of the evening, when he had 
scored 100 points. After running ful Up to 113 
he sat down thescore then standing, Vignaux, 
458; Slosson, 419. 

This burst of speed did not last, and the 

layers settiea down to the dullest kind of play- 
ng. The Frenchman opened the twenty-eighth 
inning with a goose egy, and Slosson finished it 
in the same way. : 

The succeeding innings up to the thirty-sev- 
enth, although marked by some good play 
on the part of Slosson, were unproduct- 
ive of runs worthy of mention. Vignaux, 
however, seemed to have the balis under better 
control than his opponent, and slowly increased 
his lead till the thirty-seventh inning, when he 
made a spurt and counted up 95 buttons. Slos- 
son followed with a goose egg, and the inning 
closed with the score standing: Vignaux, 648; 
Slosson, 527. In the thirty-ninth inning the 
Frenchman captured 22 and Slosson followed 
him to the table and started on the great- 
est run of the evening. His paying was 
magnificent, and the spectators grew enthusias- 
tic as he shoved up button after botton to his 
credit. There were cheers when he touchea 
100, and another burst of’ applause when 
he passed 113, Vignaux’s ighest run. 
Finally he sat down with 159to his credit after 
an exhibition of the finest playing seen in 
any of the. games of the tournament. 
The score then. was: Slosgon. 707; Vignaux, 
672. Tne Frenchman scored 50 in the 
next two innings, and then added two goose 
eggs to his nest. Slosson during the sameé time 
captured 54, and the forty-third inning closed 
with Slosson only 39 and Vignaux 78 to go for

Slosson increased his score by 23 and Vignaux 
by 4 in the next three innings, and Vignaux 
taking a goose egg in opening the fopty- 
seventh, ‘the American closed the inning 
with a run of 18, leaving him only 2 to go, 
against Vignaux’s 74. The latter fell down 
after running 14 and _ Slosson stepped to 
the table, only to retire after scoring 1.

DISSATISFIED WITH HER LEGACY, 


WILLIAM 8S, STEWART’S WILL CONTESTED 
BY HIS DAUGHTER. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 21—When the 
will of William S. Stewart, who died in this city 
last October, came up for probate before Surro- 
gate Cook this morning, notice was given that it 
would be contested in the interest of Mrs.. Maria 
H. Carnsworth, the testator’s daughter and only 
child, who is pow living in San José, Cal., and 
who is left with only $10 as her share in her 


father’s estate. An old scandal lies at the 
bottom of this practical disinheritance. Away 
back in the fifties Mr. Stewart married a 
beautiful and accomplished girl, the daugh- 
ter of wealthy people in Cincinnati. ‘he 
couple took u their residence in this 
city, where a child was born to them, the pres- 
ent contestant. Some years Jater Mrs, Stewart, 
though living in apparent happiness with her 
husband, eloped with an actor, taking the little 
irl with her. Proceedings for divorce fol- 
owed, and no defense was made. The actor 
died not long afterward, and the faithless wom- 
an, it is said, then ran away with another man. 
Mr. Stewart went West and started in business 
at St. Louis. In 1872 he came to this city ona 
visit, and took back with him a wife in 
the person of Miss Jennie Hutchinson, 
Gaughter of ex-Assemblyman Hutchinson, 
of this county.: The Southern Hotel in 
St. Louis,“where Mr. and Mrs. Stewart boarded, 
caught fire during the nightof April 11, 1877, 
and 15 persons Jost their lives in consequence. 
The husband hastily tied bedclothes together 
and tried to let his wife down to the ground. 
One of the knots slipped,and the woman, drop- 
roe tothe sidewalk, was instantly killed. Mr. 
tewart was rescued by firemen. Hesoon after- 
ward closed his St. Louis business out und re- 
turned to this city. 

Two ortbree years ago an attachment sprang 
up between him and Miss Lizzie Owen, a 
well known society lady here, and an 
engagement of murriage followed. But for 
Mr. Stewart’s death the nuptial knot would 
probably have been tied last Fall. In his will he 
leaves $5,000 to this lady, with a number of dia- 
mond earrings, breastpins, and rings. <A similar 
bequest is made to his sister, Mrs, Hllen E. Dick- 
insun, a newspaper correspondent living in New- 
York City. Among otber legatees are Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Edmund Strong and Mrs. Mary M. 
Hutchinson, his mother-in-law, all of Chicago; 
James O. Hutchinson, of Boston, anda number 
of his second wife's relatives living in this city. 
The residue of his estate, real and personal, is 
left to his stepmother, Mrs. Henrietta L. Stew- 
art, of Maiden, Buren County, Ill. The hearing 
on the will contest will take place in this city on 
Jan. 26.

THE GEORGIA PROHIBITION CASE. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec, 21.—At 3 o'clock this 
afternoon the contested election case, growing 
ing out of the recent prohibition election, came 
up in the State court, before Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke, five or six lawyers appearing on each 
side. An hour was spent in reading the pill of 
the complainants, which is the same as that on 
which Judge McCay passed adversely to the 
liquor men. The only change is that a new 


party, John W. Clayton, wholesale liquor dealer, 
is substituted for the three complainants whose 
case was tried in the Federal court. As soon 
as the bill was read before Judge Clarke 
this afternoon the same afiidavits that were 
read in the Federal court were read, and when 
that was over the court adjourned until to-mor- 
row. So far the indications are that the suit 
will be the same as that tried before Judge Mc- 
Cay, but greater stress will be Jaid on the un- 
constitutionality of the bill. Tne Constitution 
of Georgia says that general bills shall be oper- 
ative alike throughout the State. This bill is 
Operative in only about one-third of the coun- 
ties this year. It is learned to-night that this 
will be the strongest point made by the liquor 
men, except the domestic wine feature, which 
Judge McCay said was clearly in conflict with 
the Federal Constitution. 





JUSTICE IN NEW-ORLEANS. 

New-ORLEANS, Dec. 21.—Several weeks 
ago George Bachenim, a brother of the Chief 
of Police of this city, was arrested for an assault 
with intent to kill an old man named Charles 
Nisse.

‘Ihe facts, 
however, were conclusive, and there was no op- 
portunity afforded to escape a charge of at- 
tempted assassination. The next move of the 
political ring was try to prove that the 
young hoodlum was non compos mentis. A com- 
mission of the ablest doctors was appointed, who 
finally reported that the young man wa3 
of sound mind, although of a low order 
of intellect. The report was turned into 
court to-day, and the result was that Judge 
Roman, the particular magistrate who is noto- 
riously free m political hoodlum influence, 
sentenced Bachenim to five years in the State 
Penitentiary. The a_i syndicate seem 
to be almost paralyzed by the fact that wrong- 
— of this character is no longer to be con- 
oned. 





A THIEF’S PLUNDER RETURNED.

ALL HOPE OF RESCUE GONE 


ANOTHER DISASTROUS CAVE-IN I 
THE NANTICOKE MINE. 

THE RESCUING PARTY FORCED TO FLY FOR: 
THEIR LIVES, AND THE IMPRISONED 
MINERS BEYOND HUMAN AID. 

* NanrTIcoKE, Penp., Deo. 22—Two A, M.— 

The fate of the imprisoned men at No.1 Slope 

seems now to have been practically determined 

by the extensive cave-in that occurred last 
evening at 9 o’clock and drove the force 
of rescuers before it in a wild 
and terrible flight for their lives. The gangway 
is now filled up with sand and culm a distance 
of 250 feet, 60 feet more than it was ‘when 
the work of rescue was started on F[ri- 
day afternoon. In ‘the face of this 
obstruction there is accumulated a large body 
of black damp that can scarcely be removed 
short of 30 days. There is really no hope 
of the men ever being found alive. A council 
of the miners composing the working forces 
has just concluded its sitting, in. which 
they expressed their firm belief that the 
men must have perished before this, the black 
damp that is now in the main gangway having 
come over the incline from the breasts in which 
they were. 

When this new calamity befell them the men 


to work over. This had a pitch of 45°, and 
although some small quantities of tne 
dirt came down during the shift, nothing 
so serious was expected. It came with a terrific 
rush, the fearful gust of wind that precedes 
it extinguishing all the lights the men can 
ried, and leaving them ia utter darkness, 
With a clasp on the man in front, 
the long continuous. row followed the 
leader to the foot of the airshaft. It was a pell- 
mell rush for life. Foreman Warne and Lewis 
Morgan, and a workman named Absalom, were 
caught -by the rushine débris, but by holding 
fast to the men in front they recovered their 
footing and finally escaped. 

For the first time Superintendent Morgan has 
given up all hopes of saving the men. He has 
been on continuous duty since the fatal calami- 
ty, and upto to-night he felt confident that ne 
less than 20o0f the men would have been taken 
out alive.

fore the bodies of the missing men are reached. 

Theexcitement around the mine is indescriba-, 
ble. Women and children who have har@ly closed! 
their eyes since Friday are made nearly crazy) 
by the fresh calamity. Screams and wails of! 
anguish from the women rend the air, while the: 
dlshearterted and exhausted miners’ sit around 
the mouth of the mine in sullen despair. Crowds 
of people: for miles around are coming to view 
the scene of desolation. The town of Nanticoke 
isaplace of universal mourning and lamenta« 
tion. 

Although only a portion of the mines of the 
Susquehanna Company are injured by the dis~ 
aster, the men employed in the other shafts re« 
fuse to go to work until] the bodies of their com< 
rades are removed from jthe mine. The idleness 
of so many persons in the town directly aftera 
heavy pay day has caused much demoralization, 
and drunken men on the streets are the order of 
the day. The crowd inthe vicinity of the air: 
shaft was as great to-day as yesterday,!| 
many people coming from a_= distance: 
out of curiosity. The sister of the 
imprisoned Sarper brothers, who died Saturday, 
was buried to-day. The funeral was the lJargesr 
ever seen here. Thus, while a dear sister was 
going to her last resting place her two brotbers 
were lying at the bottom of a coal mine fighting 
the pangs of starvation or worse—lying cold iz 
death. Ole Mrs. Kivier, the mother of the Kiv- 
ler boys, still lives, butshe is expected to die at 
any moment. 

The loss to the company by the disaster wil 
reach $100,000 or more.

QUARREL BETWEEN A NEWSPAPER MAN ANT 
THE ATLANTA CHIEF OF POLICE, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 21.--The appearance 
of Col. E. C. Bruffy, the assistant city editor of 
the Constitution, and Chief of Police Connelly in 
the Police Court to-day to answer the charge of 
quarreling in the street developed quite a 
sensation. Theeditor had had some difficulty 
lately in extracting news from the taciturn 
Chief of Police.

GE ASSAILS THE PRESIDENT AND‘ 
MR. MANNING. 
‘HEIR SILVER POLICY DENOUNCED—MANY 
NEW BILLS IN THE HOUSE—THE-HOL- 
IDAY RECESS BEGUN. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2L—Visitors to the 
fenate to-day were treated to the rather unusu- 
tl exhibition of & bitter attack on the President 
snd Secretary of the Treasury by a Senator be- 
jonging to the same pelitical party as those offi- 
pers. Theattack was made by Senator Beck, 
who is very positive in his hostility to the silver 
views of President Cleveland, and is bound to 
speak his mind on the subject without re- 
yard to consequences, The peg on which 
his speech was bung was the resolution offered 
by him last week instructing the Finance Oom- 
mittee to inquire whether the laws regarding 
the use to be made of coin ived for duties on 
Imported goods had tg sone ed obeyed, 
and if not to report such measuresas would 
secure their enforcement, At Mr. Beck’s re- 
guest the resolution was laid over last week in 
order that he might have time to prepare for 
his effort to-day. Tne Kentucky gilver ad- 
rvocate’s introductory remarks were very 
brief, and almost before his colleagues had 
time to turn round to listen to him he plunged 
Into the attack with the assertion that three- 
fourths of the business troubles of the country 
were due to the fact that the lawson the stat- 
ute books were not enforced by the officers of 
the Treasury Department. This plain language 
woke up the Senators, and they gathered around 
Mr. Beck, who does not enunciate his words 
very distinctly, until every seat on the Dem- 
peratic side of the chamber was occupied, and 


Democrats and Repuolicans alike listened 
ttentively to what he had say. Mr. 
ck was earnest and emphatic in his 
manner, but while most of his party col-

officer of the navy not under the rank of eu- 
tenant: one Lieutenant or higher officer of the 
United States Coast Survey; one civilian, to be 
nominated by the Chamber of Commerce of 
New-York, and one civilian to be nominated by 
the Governor of New-Jersey. An officer of the 
navy may also be designated by the President to 
aid in enforcing rules and detecting violators 
under direction of theboard. Provision is made 
for a Secretary of the board, who shali bean ex- 
pert civil engineer and hydrographer, at a eal- 
ary of $6,000 a year, and $30,000 is appropriated 
to carry out the general provisions of the bill. 


More than 1,100 bills “were introduced in the 
House of Representatives to-day by 106 mem- 
bers. When the call of States was interrupted 
the State of Maine bad been reached, and then 
were still 219 members to be heard from.

Plumb in the Senate to-day, which was in- 
tended to be very severe. The matter came up 
by the introduction by Mr. Vest of a joint reso- 


lution expressing the unqualified approbation 
of the position taken by the Government in the 
Keiley case. Mr. Vest made a speech strongly 
indorsing the sentiments expressed by Secretary 
5 yen in the correspondence with Austria, 
and asked that the resolution be sent to the 
Committee on Persia Relations. Then Mr. 
Piumb made his speech. He declared that the 
whoie business was purely a social question, and 
that no religious question was involved. Secre- 
tary Bayard’s position, therefore, was entirely 
wide of the mark. Mr. Plumb remarked that 
the only duties of a Minister were those of a 
social character,and the country was paying 
large sums of money to keep up a service that 
was any ornamental, and would not be 
considered even that west of the Mississippi. 
Then be came back to Mr, Keiley, criticised his 
remarks at the dinner given to him in Rich- 
mond, aod asserted that a man who could make 
such remarks was not the kind of person to rep- 
resent this Government anywhere, not even in a 


drawing room. Austria’s decision not to re- 
ceive Keiley was good,even if based on a bad 
reason. Mr. Plumb finisbed with an intimation 


that the whole diplomatic service cf the Gov- 
ernment was antiquated and unnecessary. 
After this speech the joint resolution went to 
the Foreign Relations Committee.

‘WILLIAM OONSTABLE PIBRREPONT, 

The.Hon. William Constable Pierrepont 
‘died'at Pierrepont Manor, Jefferson County, N. 
Y., on Sunday-evening, in the eighty-third year 
of hisage. He leaves three daughters, one of 
whom isthe widow of W. H. Hill, of Pulaski, 
asecond is the widow of Dr. Samuel G. Wol- 
cott, of Utica, and the third, Miss Mary Deve- 
reux Pierrepont, is unmarried, and lived with 
her father at the time of his death. Another 
daughter, who died recently, was the wife of 
G. H. Van Wagenen, of Brooklyn, and a fifth, 
who died last year, was married to William M. 
White, of Livingston County and Utica. The 
two sons of Mr, Pierrepont both died early. 


Funeral services over the remains of the de- 
ceased will be held at Pierrepont Manor at 3 
o’clock to-morrow afternoon, 

William Uonstable Pierrepont was theson of 
Hezekiah B. Pierrepont and Anna M. Constable, 
and was born Oot. 2, 1803, at Ob now known 
as the Ninth Ward of this city, to which place his 

arents hac removed from their residence, No. 62 

reenwich-street, during the prevalence of the 
yellow fever. In 1804 he was taken by bis 
parents to Brooklyn Heights, where they after- 
ward made their Panne, gvane the name to Pierre- 

nt-street in Brooklyn. When: quite young 
illiam was sent to the boarding school of Louis 
Bancel, a French scholar, which was in Provost, 
now known as Franklin street. It was a semi- 
military school and quite famous in its day, and 
here the boy was thoroughly instructed in noch 
and Spanish, and in mathematics, suryeying, and 
drawing, He then attended the school of George 
P. McCulloch, in Morristown, N. J., where he 
completed his education, His yacations were 
spent traveling with his father, visiting the agents 
of his extensive tracts of land in the northern 
part of tho State, known as Macomb's purchase, 
which had been purchased from the State in the 
year 1787, the half of which had been owned by 
is maternal ndfather, William Constable, the 
partner of Alexander Macomb. The urchase, 
which was made in the name of Macomb, com- 
prised the present counties of Franklin, 8t. Law- 
rence, Jefferson, Lewis, and part of ‘we 

Mr. Pierrepont opened a land office in 1820 in 
Jefferson County, and subsequently built his 
residence near his office, the Post Office of which 
was named Pierrepont Manor. There he con- 
tinued to superintend and direct his father's 
land agents in the settlement and management 
of landed property. He was married in 1830 to 
Cornelia A., daughter of Dr. Benjamin Butler, 
of New-York, who bad removed in 1823 to his 
landed estate at Oxford, ChenangoCounty. On 
the death of his father, in 1888, he was under his 
will put in charge of the lands of the estate in 
Jefferson and Oswego Counties; the lands in the 
counties of Frankiin, St. Lawrence, and Lewis 
and in the city of Brooklyn were put in charge 
of his co-Executor and only brother, Henry Eve- 
lyn Pierrepont. After the partition of the es- 
tate Mr. Pierrepont devoted himself to the im- 

rovement of the large tract be had inherited, 

is acouracy in laying out and conveying land 
was fully recognized. His maps, even at the are 
of 76, were marvels of accuracy and. exquisite 
finish. His proficiency in mathematics was 
{llustrated by his study of the great pyramid, and 
the value of his calculations was acknowledged 
by Prof. Piazzi Smyth, the Astronomer Royal, 
with whom he corresponded. Mr. Pierrepont 
discovered at an early day an inaccuracy of fiye 
miles in the mapsof the State of New-York. 
This discovery was subsequently confirmed by 
the survey of Lake Ontario made by the officers 
of the Coast Survey. He took the correct time 
by instrumental observation, which he gave to 
the officers of the Rome, Watertown ana Og- 
densburg Railroad and to the surrounding coun- 
try. He was one of the originators of this rail- 
road, and for many yearsits President, for which 
he charged no salary. : 

Mr. Pierrepont, while attentive to his duties 
as a citizen, and deeply interested in the welfare 
of his country, was averse to political contests. 
In 1840, during his absence from home, his fel- 
low-citizens nominated and elected him a nem- 
ber of the Legislature. He consented to serve 
for one term, during which he was instrumental 
in locating the State asylum at Utica, but ever 
afterward he declined any publio office. He was 
distinguished for energy and decision of charac- 
terand a contempt for everything mercenary. 
He had a horror of debt and of speculation. He 
was unassuming and unostentatious in his man- 
ners, and in his later years, from loss of hearing 
became inclined to retirement and the society of 
his books. He was a rapid reader and possessed 
of a retentive memory. He made himself so 
familiar by books of travel with all portions of 
the globe that it seemed to persons conversing 
with him that he must have visited the countries 
he described. 

Mr. Pierrepont was a Christian and devoted 
churchman, active in parish work and in the 
councils of the diocese. He religiously obeyed 
the golden ruleof giving one-tenth of his in- 
come to God through the church. His relations 
with the late Bishop Delancey were of the 
warmest character, and when his Bishop died 
his successor, Bishop Huntington, found this 
loyalty and affection part of his inheritance. 
He built and endowed a church in the village 
near bis residence, which attracted a sma!l con- 
gregation. Two young men who were attracted 
to this church afterward took orders and be- 
came useful and distinguished clergymen. One 
of these was the Rey. Timothy Wardwell and the 
other that apostle to the Indians, the eloquent 
and spiritual-minded Bishop Whipple, of Minne- 
gota. 

Mr. Pierrepont during his life acted as his 
own Executor and almoner toward church in- 
stitutions. He gave largely to the church in 
Minnesota and endowed scholarships in the 
General Theological Seminary, in New-York, 
and also in Hobart College, Geneva; he also 
built a church at Canaseraga as a memorial of 
his youngest son, William Delancey, who died 
there in 1868. Hobart College in 1871 conferred 
on him the degree of Doctor of Laws, a title 
which he well deserved. 


THD REV. DR. GREENWALD. 

The Rey. Dr. Emanuel Greenwald, 
Pastor of the Bvangelical Lutheran Church of 
the Holy Trinity, at Lancaster, Penn., died at 
his home in that city yesterday morning. Death 
was caused by an affection of the kidneys. Dr. 
Greenwald was born near Frederick, Md., on Jan. 
18,1811. After receiving a rudimentary educa- 
tion he entered the private study of the Rev. Dr. 
David F. Schaeffer, of Frederick, Md., where he 
remained five years, making daily journeys of 
eight miles on foot between his home and his 
study. In 1881, at the age of 20, he was ordained 


ata meeting of the Synod at Cumberland, Md4., 
and chose the West as his fteld of missionary 
labor. Provided with a license, a good horse, one 
side of his saddlo bags filled with books, and the 
other with clothing, he rode the entire distance 
to prow-Fnuadelpila, Ohio, then a backwoods 
village, witha fow essors of the Lutheran 
faith. in this field he labored 12 ars, 
pbuilding 10 churches and preaching in 1¢ differ- 
ent places. Here he was married, in_ 1 toa 
daughter of Judge Peter Williams. The Synod 
of Ohio established a Oapital University at Oo- 
jumbus, and Dr. Greenwald, in 1851, was called 
to take charge of the English church there 
which was composed mostly of Professors an 

students of the school, He also became editor of 
the Lutheran Standard, the recognized organ of 
the church, which he edited with marked abijity. 
In the Fall of 1854 he was calliedto the pu) i. 0 
Christ Church, Easton, Penn. He accepted the 
call and remainedjin charge for over 12 years,‘and 
during his pastorate at that place was bonored 
with the degree of Doctor of Divinity by, the 
Pennsylvania College, of Gettysburg. In 1667 he 
accepted a cal) tendered him by Trinity Church,

prolific author, and many of his works have at- 
tained a large circulation, Among the more 
important are “An.

PLYMOUTH ROCK 
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CHIPS-OF 


ERS AT DINNER. 
ADDRESSES BY MR. BEECHER, SENATOR 
FRYE, GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS, AND 
OTHERS—GEN. GRANT’S MEMORY. 

A chunk of Plymouth Rock about the 
size of a big Winter apple, mounted on an ebony 
base and labeled with letters of glittering gold, 
was the biarney stone that set scores of New- 
Englanders to telling stories about their historic 
ancestors last night at the sixth annual dinner 
of the New-England Society in Brooklyn. The 
little block of stone was passed around from 
table to table with the courses and was fondled 
as carefully asa first baby ata family christen- 
ing party. It monopolized attention until the 
waiters brought around “plum pudding, Pil- 
grim fashion.” Theo it disappeared. 

The dining room in the Art Reception Rooms 
was gay with bunting and fragrant with hot- 
house flowers. Every State in the Union was 
represented by its coat of arms, surmounted by 
the broad wings of a painted eagle and draped 
with the Stars and Stripes. Conspicuousamong 
the table ornaments were two large pieces on 
which Delmonico had spread all his artistic skill. 
One wasa miniature representation of Plymouth 
Rock, nearly surrounded by a sea of azure blue, 
and surmounted by a little white farm house 
with a little church near by. ‘rhe other wasa 
cream-colored model of the statue of Liberty, 
pedestal, derricks and all, just as it looked to 
people who sailed by it on the harbor yesterday. 
The Massachusetts men shook hands around 
the former one, while New-Yorkers scattered 
their boutonniéres around the latter. The 
main floor was filled with nine long tables, with 
about 82 guests at each one of them.

We shall ever; remember with gratitude and pride 
how again and again we have been permitted to wel- 
come you to our celebrations and what signal aire, 
your presenee and utterances have imparted to these 
occasions. But especially shal) we all, in common with 
the people at large and with their descendants to the 
latest generation, cherish the profoundest admiration 
of your illustrious character and of your glorious 
deeds in the service of our country and of man- 
kind. it was your own strong arm more than any 
other human instrumentality fhat saved the Nation 
in the hour of its direst peril, and posterity will 
never cease to acknowledge the debt. Your patr: otism 
never wavered and never was questioned. Your cour- 

ge was as void of fear as your patience was inex- 
haustible. It was your skill and wisdom on which we 
al) so confidently reposed, and in our trust we were not 
confounded. You wereascalm and magnanimous in 
the full flush of power and victory as you had been 
resolute and heroic in the most gloomy seasons of 
difficulty and danger. With increasing elight 
we recall your ever honest word and life, the 
manifold virtues and goodness you have so 
oquepienousiy exemplified, and the fadeless lustre 
which your private and public career has shed upon 
the American name.

BROOKLYN, March 81, 1885, 

Henry Ward Beecher was greeted with the 

rolonged enthusiasm which Brooklynites are 

‘ond of bestowing on himin public. After a 
few felicitous remarks of introduction Mr. 
Beecher began to define the difference between 
the Pilgrim and the Puritan, very different types 
of men originally, but finally merged into one 
another until they were referred to as one and 
the same thing. Mr. Beecher defined the charaoc- 
teristics of the Pilgrim—a belief in tolera- 
tion and a conscience that should de- 
cide for itself, free from restraint of State or of 
any tribunal. But the Puritans, he said, 
throughout the world were the men who hada 
stanch belief in rectitude, who insisted in mak- 
ing themselves instruments in the correction of 
abuses, no matter at what sacrifice; who refused 
to be led away from these aims, and who had 
the will power to carry them out at the expense 
of their reputations if necessary. All such men 
were Puritans. There were men in Ireland to- 
day as good Puritans as the world ever saw, 

“ When you look abroad in our own land to- 
day,’ continued Mr. Beecher, “who are the 
Puritans? The mother of the Puritans is that 
woman who, buried in poverty, believes that 
there is nothing so sacred as the rearing of her 
child to @ noble manhood, and who, through 

overty, holds on to this vision of her duty to 
Ree children, an idea of saintsbip itself. All 


who have at heart the elevation of the 


whole mass of mankind, who dare preach 
that gospel of humanity for the na- 
man, for the slave, for the peon, for 


the oppressed part of the working classes— 
whatever set of men have their humanity. broad 
enough to bring the whole force of the Gospel to 
the elevation of those who are at the bottom— 
they are Puritans. There isan elevation in the 
consciousness that a man is suffering for a cause. 
He who gives himself for tbat which is highest 
and noblest in humanity, whoever gives him- 
self to the elevation of mankind and suffers

Senator Frye, of Maine, replying for that 
State, made along and effective speech, in the 
course of which he said he had a profound rev- 
erence for the old Pilgrims, and if he had at- 
tempted to picture in words the contrast pre- 
sented by the modern worshiper it would have 
given offense. He knew it was thought weil in 
these piping times of peace and reconciliation to 
say nothing of loyalty or patriotism, and to stay 
the hand of the man who raked over the dying 
embers of civil strife, and it was considered 
right even on Memorial Day to scatter the beau- 
tiful aepets on the graves of the gray as well as 
on the blue. It was thought well to furl the 
banners that our brave boys won and to put 
them away indark places. He knew that neither 
on the platform nor ip the pulpit was it safe to 
talk of the rights of citizens oqured and sealed 
by the blood of patriotism. r all these rea- 
sons he was glad that he had been re- 
lieved from speaking on such themes, and 
that he had en given the State of Maine 
for his subject. He should offend no man by 
talking on that, for it was well settled that he 
was a mean man who would not speak well of 
his own. He loved Maine, and the more he saw 
of ather places the more he loved her. Senator 
Fryt then spoke of the various disadvant 
alleged against Maine and the correspondin 
advantages which she possessed. He spoke o 
the dangerg of free trade and upheld Maine as 
the foster mother of American shipping and 
American seamen. Out of the 378 ships 
carrying the American flag 253 were built on the

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILROADS,

SHUTTING OUT THE SCALPERS. 
THE TRUNK LINES TO STOP ALL COMMIS- 
SIONS AND NOT TO DEAL WITH BROKERS. 

, The hardships which beset the brokers 
and scalpers in railroad tickets were set forth in 
Tun Times of Sunday, and, as if to emphasize 
the correctness of the facts therein given, the 
Passenger Agents of the trunk lines yesterday 
took up the question of the payment of commis- 
sions to ticket agents and discussed it in all its 
bearings. The discussion included.in its range 
the salaries to be paid to the agents, and inci- 
dentally the demoralization of the entire railway 
traffic of the country through the obnoxious 
practice, and the agents, after reaffirming their 
determination to abolish all commissions after 
Jan. 1, adoptea a rule prohibiting their 
agents from accepting any from other roads. 

e prohibition of the payment of commissions 
does not include those paid to the steamship 
companies on emigrant business. These in the 
future will be paid directly to the steamship 
lines througb the Clearinx House, and are given 
for services rendered, and not, asin the case of 
the ticket awents, as a bribe. In order to gain 
the co-operation of the Western and Southern 
roads, Assistant Commissioner Pierson was au- 
thorized to prepare letters to all the roads out- 
side the trumk line jurisdiction asking them to 
join in the movement and thus secure to the 
railroads the benefits naturally their rights, and 
hot turn over to the middlement the profits 
actually derived from the operations of tne rail- 


ways. 

he agents also unanimously agreed to pro- 
hibit, from Jan. 1, all dealings with the brokers. 
At present the companies here are selling at 
tariff rates to brokers, the latter either resell- 
ing at the tariff rates or paying the customer a 
small commission out of their own pockets. If 
the resolution not to sell to brokers is carried 
out for any length of time it will go still harder 
than now with the brokers, who are reaping lit- 
tle profit at present, so circumsoribed have their 
operations become under the action recently 
taken by the trunk lines. A prominent ee 
official said yesterday, in explanation of the 
agreement not to sell hereafter to the brokers: 
“This means simply that the roads have at last 
awakened tothe knowledge that all their iegiti- 
mate profits have been going into the pockets 
of the brokers, who had no right whatever to 
them. Among the other abuses of the ticket 
brokerage system recently unearthed by inves- 
tigations, it was diséovered to be a common 
thing to resell old tickets that had, through 
inadvertence, never been punched. The brokers 
who sold them wore, of course, in collusion with 
the conductors or with the porters in sleeping 
cars. Other ways were these: If a ticket was 
— but once it would be repunched bya 

agmage punch, which makes a larger bole than 
one made by a conductor's punch, and when this 
was done the ticket could be made use of a sec- 
ond time by a traveler without baggage. Of 
course there are very many honest men among 
tbe brokers, but this quality is by no meana 
universal among them, and as the roads have 
discovered that the only way to do was for them 
to handle theirown business for and by them- 
selves, it was deemed wisest to prohibit all deal- 
ings of every kind between the brokers and the 
somngnes, so far as the latter could control 

em.

The City Hall at Elizabeth presented an un- 
usual appearance last night at the meeting of 
the Common Council, called at the request of 
the employes of the Singer Manufacturing 
Company. Benches, chairs, windows, and aisles 
were taken possession ot, while hundreds of 
men lined the stairway or waited on the pave- 
ments below. So eager was the muliti- 
tude that when it *became aware that 
the Council was in session a system 
of communication was established by 
which those outside were given word of what 
was going on by thoseon theinside, Al! the 
members of the Council were present. Presi- 
dent Rankin read the call for the special session 
and the resolutions asking for it adopted by the 
mass meeting of workingmen Saturday night. 
He then stated that in answer to a letter sent by 
him yesterday to “the Singer Manufacturing 
Company,acquainting its officers with the situa- 
tio. of affairs in Elizaheth, he had received the 
following:

Mr, John O. Rankin, Jr., President of the Utty Council 

of Blizabeth, N. /.: 

DEAR SIR: Thatthere may be no misunderstand- 
ing or excuse for misrepresentation, I wish to put it on 
record before you, that in consequence of the persecu- 
tion which culminated in the levy upon our property, 
we have closed our works, and itis our intention that 
they shall remain closed until the levy is withdrawn 
and the property released. 

As you have for several years,in connection with 
your counsel and associates, devoted your energic 
and influence to obtaining and enforcing laws aime 
to deprive us of all legal rights and remedies, while 
waning we subj»ct to persecution, we are now satisiied 
that it has reached a point where this course alone is 
left us. We propose that you shall be compelled to 
accept the position which you have sought and enforce 
the laws you have procured. ‘I'be people of Klizabeth, 
whom we have heretofore supported while you were 
persecuting * must now judge of Pomey work and its 
results, and the people of your State and of the 
United States will learn how Hlizabeth treats its citi- 
zens and once its industries. Yours, respect- 
fully, GEORGE R. MCKENZIE, President. 

Messrs. Pfarrer, Clark, Ellis, and Fallon, of 
the committee, made speeches before the Coun- 
oil expressing the hope of a peaceable adjust- 
ment of difficulties. Mr. Fallon upueld Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie, whose position he pronounced just, al- 
though he himself was a sufferer by it. The 
Council could apply a remedy, he said. Had its 
members the courage to do it? 

Councilman Gilhooley arose after the members 
of the committee had concluded, and contended 
thatit was a false notion which some enter- 
tained that any action the onan might now 
take would be undignified or cowardly. “ It will 
certainly be equitable to let the tax stand, if pro- 
tected by bond, pending a legal settlement,” he 
said. ‘“ I have been conspicuous for my eftorts to 
enforce a settlement, but in fairness I must say 
that the city’s attitude toward the Singer Manp- 
facturing Company justifies to some extent the 
hardness of Mr. McKenzie’s language. Let the 
men who are sufferers by our joint difficulties go 
home light hearted, knowing that they will have 
amerry Christmas,” 

As a solution of the whole trouble Judge Gil- 
hooley offered the following resolution: 

iesolved, That when the Singer Manufacturing Com- 

any gives satisfactory security to the Controller and 

is bondsmen against all or any liability on account of 
the non-collection of the taxes of 1885, that he, the 
Controller, be requested to withdraw the levy upon 
their property. 

Mayor Grier supported the resolution, but re- 
gretted that this action had not been taken be- 
fore the levy. He hoped the bell of the compa- 
ny’s workshop might toll to-day, caliing all 
hands back to their tasks. Councilman Wood's 
efforts to amend gudge Gilhooly’s resolutions 
failing, President Rankin left the chair and de- 
livered a speech, characterizing Mr. McKen- 
zie’s action in closing the shops as cowardly, 
contemptible, and unnecessary. “ He has thrown 

you in the breach, and his dishonesty to you 
laces a frightful r nsibility upon who 
are in authority, for what? hy, for ply 
doing our duty.

A PLEA OF SELF-DEFENSE. 
DANIEL E. STANTON ADMITS THAT HE SHOT 
HIS FRIEND F. P, NASH, 


Parmapzeupai, Deo. 2L.—The new Court 
House was crowded this morning, owing to the 
announcement that the case of Daniel E. Stanton, 
charged with the fatal shooting of Frederick P. 
Nash on the night of Oct, 16, 1884, near German- 
town Junction, would be oalled for trial. Stan- 
ton and Nash had been fellow-students and 
chums at the Mystic Bridge Institute, Mystic 
Bridge, Conn. They came to this city the day 
before the shooting, and stopped at Guy’s Hotel. 
On the evening of Oot. 16 they started on their 
return to New-York, but left the train at Ger- 
mantown Junction, Late that night Nash was 
found desperately wounded and Stanton had 
disappeared 

According to Nash's statement Stanton had 
been drinking, and when the train reached Ger- 
mautown Junction he insisted on getting off 
there to search for a saloon. The pair started 
across the fields. Nash said he was coid and in- 
sisted on returning. Stanton objected and got 
angry. Nash turned toward the station, when 
Stanton, according to the story. drew a revolver 
and fired three times at him. Two of the balls 
took effect in his back. The wounded man wags 
discovered lying inside the fence along Broad- 
street by a street car driver, who galled a 
policeman. Nash was taken to the station house 
at Lehigh and Park avenues and thence 
to the German Hospital. The he told the 
story of the arrival in Philadelphia and of the 
shooting. Nash died in the hospital on Oct. 19, 
He gave no additional information concerning 
the affair,and expressed a wish that Stanton 
should not be poole. His ante-mortem 
statement was taken when he had but a few mo- 
ments to live, and he could only say that he had 
been shot by big friend Daniel E. Stanton at 
Germantown Junction, on the night of Oct. 16. 
During the time be was at the hospital he never 
assigned any cause for the shooting, and de- 
clared that he knew of none unless Stanton was 
angry use he would not go to the saloon 
with him. 

On May 14 last Stanton surrendered to the au- 
thorities, He was well dressed. He said that 
Nash tried to rob bim and he sbot bim in self- 
defense, This morning Stanton stood in the 
dock in the oid Court House chatting pleasantly 
with nis counsel, when Judge Aliison entered 
and took his seat on the bench. Stanton was 
neatly attired in a well fitting dark suit and 
wore a dark colored Fal) overcoat, He has not 
changed perceptibly since his surrender and 
committal! to prison. Stanton's counsel addressed 
the court briefly and reviewed the facts of 
the case as far as the siender chain of 
evidence would allow, and said that a 
number of consultations regarding the case had 
occurred between the District Attorney and the 
counse! for the defense. As a result the prose- 
cution was convinced that thecharge of murder 
in the first degree could not be sustained. Certain 
elements were wanting, such as that of a 
sufficient motive. The accused admitted the 
killing, but would be able to prove that there 
was a conflict. He thoucht the case would be 
covered by holding Stanton responsible for 
mansiaughter, but where a deadly weapon was 
used the law did not allow that, and the defense 
were willing to withdraw the plea of not guilty 
and substitute one of guilty of murder in the 
second degree. . 

District Attorney Graham, on behalf of the 
Commonwealth, accepted this last plea, and ad- 
mitted that he believed the Commonwealth 
would be unable to prove that the crime was 
willful and premeditated murder, necessary to 
sustain the firstdegree. Judge Allison expressed 
his agreement witb the cuurse pursued. The 
court will hear evidence next week in mitigation 
of the sentence. The maximum punishment of 
murder in the second degree in this State is im- 
prisonment for 12 years. It lies in the discretion 
of the court to fix any lesser time without re- 


striction,

THEY THOUGAT SHE WAS DRUNE. 
DEATH OF A YOUNG WOMAN UNDER CIR- 
CUMSTANOES INDICATING MURDER. . 

Harrrorp, Conn., Dec. 21.—About two 
months ago Mrs. Gray and her 23-year-old 
daughter Maggie moved into rooms on the 
fourth floor of the tenement house at No. 53 
Spruce-street, and there last night at about 1 
o’clock a reporter saw the dead and horribly 
bruised body of the daughter lying on the floor 
wrapped in a shawl, with a pillow beneath the 
head. The fact that a woman was lying dead in 
a Spruce-street tevement house was first re- 
ported to Officer Harvey by Dr. Oliver Smita, 
and the former reported the fact to the Medical 
Examiner, who, finding that the body had been 


moved since death, decided to wait untii morn- 
ing foran examination. About 12:30 o'clock a 
reporter started for the house, and after a pum- 
ber of attempts reached the place where the 
dead woman had lived and groped his way to 
the top floor. There be found Mrs, Gray and a 
neighbor, and was shown into the room where 
the body of Maggie Gray lay. The clothing coy- 
erei the form, but the terribly bruised face was 
uncovered, 

On the side of the head was a great bruise 
reaching to the back of the neck, and the right 
eye was blackened as if by a terrible blow. There 
were other but siight injuries. It was impossi- 
ble to tell whether the right side of the skull 
was crushed, though such was apparently the 
case. Returning to the large room, the reporter 
learned that on Saturday night Maggie and her 
mother had a little difference, and the young 
woman did not sleep with the older one that 
night. Sunday morning, however, she was on 
band early, and after doing her housework 
went out. Nothing more was seen of her by her 
mother until she was found about 11 o'clock Sun- 
day morning on the landing of the third flight 
of stairs, She wasina stupor, and other occu- 
pants of the building thought her merely drunk 
and carried her up stairs and placed her on the 
sofain the front corner room. Here she lay, ap- 
parently in a drunken stupor, until about 11 
o'clock last night, when her mother gave her a 

ull to rouse her, and the body slid to the floor. 

er mother was now thoroughly alarmed and 
felt for the pulse, but found none, Dr. Smith 
was hastily called, but when he arrived Maggie 
was dead. How the terrible bruises were re- 
ceived isamystery. The woman could not have 
fallen down stairs in a way to inflict such wounds 
without awakening every body in the house, and 
it does not appear likely that she could have got 
up stairs tothe landing after having received 
such injuries. The general appearance of the 
head wasasif it had been struck with a heavy 
club, yet no one could save dealt such a blow 
without its being heard, for the body wasfound 
only a few feet from the doorway of an ocou- 


pied room.

monitory symptoms of hydrophobia seized 
him. He complained of asevere pricking sen- 
sation at the wound and at points along his 
right side to the crown of his head. He had a 
swelling in his throat, was unable to swallow, 
aud was restless to such an extent that he could 
not sleep. He was taken to a bath establishment, 
the theory having recently been advanced here 
that a treatment of Turkish baths would cure 
the disease if begun in time, On Saturday 
Krebla passed five hours in the sweat room 
with the temperature at 185°, and on Sunday 
passed two hours there. Saturday night he ob- 
tained six hours of undisturbed sleep and rest, 
and Sunday be again slept soundly.

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THE BURTON MURDER CASE. 
PUBLIC INTEREST REVIVED BY THE DI6- 
COVERY OF NEW EVIDENCE. 

Newrort, R. I, Deo. 21.—The excite- 
ment over the alleged murder of Benjamin J. 
Burton by his son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and 
Mrs. Allen Waldorf Dorsey, has been revived 
and intensified by the removal of Mrs. Dorsey 
to the county jail at Providenoe, and by the dis- 
covery of certain correspondence which passed 
between the prisoner and her sister, Emma D. 
Burton. The first letter was written by Mrs, 
Dorsey Sunday last from the Newport county 
jail and contains simply extravagant expressions 
or deep affection for her sister Emma, studiously 
avoiding any reference to her father or the man- 


ner of his death. The reply of Emma is a pit- 
iable appeal to Mrs. Dorsey to confess the crime 
with which she is charged. 

Acting Attorney-General Galvin states that 
he has succeeded in obtaining evidence against 
Dorsey of a nature that is incompatible with 
the theory of his innocence. Emma Burton 
states that subsequent to the alleged crime 
Dorsey askea her if there was any hanging pen- 
alty in Rhode Island, and, upon_being intormed 
that there was none, replied: “If I am detected 
I would batter my brains out before going to 

rison for life.” The prosecution has succeeded 

n obtaining further proofs of the circum- 
stances of the offenses of Mrs. Dorsey. Proof has 
been obtained that on May 15 Mrs. Dorse 
pawned her dead mother’s gold watch for $15, 
and that Burton missed it from his bureau 
about that time. The watch of hersister Emma 
was stolen from the house in April, but bas not 
yet been traced. 

Miss Burton was asked by Attorney-General 
Galvin on Sunday what they, the three alleged 
guilty ones, did pending the inquest. She re- 
aed ‘““We read the papers and knew the posi- 

jon the city authorities took, and we were not 
Allen Dorsey said to us, ‘ I made 
agreat mistake in inflicting both the wounds, 
one in the head and one inthe heart. I think 
this will go against me.’” “I shall take my 
medicine,” said Emma, who is thought to be 
very ill, “so that my body may be atrengthened 
that I may be able to testify against Dorsey and 
Maria, who are pulley ofthe murder. For my- 
self, 1 prefer to be arrested, and deserve to be, [ 
don’t want to go fora less term than my life, 
forI am as guilty asthe others, I could have 
prevented it if 1 had wished to do so." 

The trial does not take place until March. 
Dorsey and bis wife still maintain that they are

THE FISHERIES QUESTION. 
A PROTEST AGAINST ANY MORE CONCES- 
SIONS TO CANADA, 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Des. 21.—A memorial 
is being circulated by the American Fishery 
Union and will be numerously signed all along 
the coast. It represents to the Senate and 
House of Representatives that the interests of 
the American fisheries, comprehending in their 
operations as per census of 1880 a oapital of 
$87,955,649, with products of $43,000,000, employ- 
ing 131,426 persons, and supporting 525,704 
others, earnestly protest against any legislation 
looking to the creation of a joint commission 
for negotiating a new treaty with Canada on 
the subject of the fisheries, It says that 
since the treaty of 1794, by which the rights of 
American fishermen were secured, every treaty 
and every commission have sacrificed our fish- 
eries until the one protection left is the duty on 
salted or pickled fish, leaving our immense 
market for fresh or iced fish open duty free to 
Canadian competition. Canada gives us no 
equivalent whatever. Her vessels have free 
entry to our ports to buy or sell while ours are 
denied like privileges in her ports. Canada has 
had free transportation for per eoess over our 
territory under the treaty of 1818; she denies it 
to us. Canada mode special laws and enforced 
them against our vesseis; our Goverument 
affords every facility to hers. Therefore any 
commission —— at’ her solicitation, or 
British or Canada influence, will be organized to 
accomplish still further the decline and ruin of 
American fisheries, that the colonial fleet may 
increase, that her marine militia may be doubled 
and our country awake to find herself powerless 
on the sea and her flag driven from the ocean. 
The petitioners pray that Congress will see this 
subject; from the high standpoint of national 
equity and right and afford such protection to 
the men who own fishing vessels as 1s afforded to 
every other producing industry in the country.

WANTING STILL MORE PROOF. 
a 
CHAIRMAN MITGHELL NOT YET CONVINCED 
OF THE LEADERS’ TREACHERY, 

The chart illustrating to the eye as well 
as to the reason the treachery of the Republican 
distriot leaders in the last election by which the 
defeat of John W. Jacobus for the office of 
Sheriff was seoured was the subject of wide- 
spread interest and’discussion yesterday, and to 
no persons was it more interesting than to the 
members of the special committee appointed by 
the Republican County Committee to investi- 
gate the charges made against the digtrict lead- 
ers. Mr. Edward Mitchell, the Chairman of this 
special committee, was attentively studying the 
chart, in connection with a copy of the City Reo- 
ord containing the figures of the canvass, when 
a TIMES reporter greeted him. “I haven't ex- 
amined the chart with a view to verify it,’’ he 
said. “I assume it to be correct so far as the re- 
lative figures are concerned, Butis Tum Timus 
chart correct in putting the normal Republican 
and Demooratic vote where it does? Is it proper 
to assume that Davenport represents the normal 
Republican, and Hil 
vote? Itseemsto me that Tay Trmes has not 
taken into consideration the question whether 
there were net in certain districts a great man 
Democratic votes cast for Davenport, whic 
were not given for the gp telanpeene county 
ticket. I don’t asSume that there were many 
such votes cast in the lower districts of the 
city, but in some of the upper districts I am 
satisfied that a good many Democrats voted 
against Hill. Then in regard to the inference 
drawn in Tax Times's editorial that Jacobus 
was deteated because it suited the purposes of 
the Republican district leaders to give the Sher- 
iff’s office to a Tammany man. don’t think 
that the figures warrant such a hasty conclusion. 
If you would make a similar chart based on the 
vote for County Clerk, the Judiciary ticket, and 
the President of the Board of Aldermen, I think 
you would find that the fluctuations in the votes 
would be almost the same, and I don’t suppose 
that anybody will insist that there was any dis- 
position on the part of the district leaders to 
elect all the Democratic candidates on the 
county ticket." 

“ Do you not think,” asked the reporter, “ that 
the chart and the figures conclusively prove that 
there was treachery somewhere ?”’ 

“If you can tell me how to explain the re- 
markable discrepancies between the voteas it 
ought to have n and the vote as it inte 
should be glad to understand them,” was the 
answer. ““Ilam not defending anybody in this 
matter, but there are some things which it is just 
as well to consider fairly, and to arrive at all the 
facts before concluding what were the causes 
which produced this astounding result. Some of 
the Democratic apparent gains are without doubt 
due to the action of Demoorats in scratchin 
Hill, but this will not account for the whole o 
them. There are 712 election districts in the 
city, each one of which is in the hands of a cap- 
tain, and 1t is pretty hard to thoroughly control 
such a body of men as that.

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THE CABLE IN WORKING ORDER. 

Workmen were kept busy all Sunday 
night and until after 4 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing splicing new strands into the oable that 
whirls the cars over the Brooklyn Bridge, By 5 
o’clock yesterday morning, when working peo- 

le were beginning to pass the ticket boxes, the 
ocomotives were sent to the shops and the cable 
was in working order. Cars followed one an- 
other at two and one-half-minute intervals, as 
usual. Despite the accident, travel over the 
bridge on Sunday was unusually heavy. The 
aggregate of receipts in the toll boxes was over 
$1,000. During the busy hours a policeman 
counted the people as they passed out of the U- 
shaped inclosure built for elevated railroad ac- 
commodation, and in which rsons going to 
Brooklyn were kept from ng into a crowd 
with passengers coming from the other side. 
For a long time they rushed through the gate at 
the rate of 200 a minute, 

Superintendent Martin said yesterday that the 
cable was in better shape now than ever. All the 
joints in it, where it had been necessary to cut 
and splice to obviate unavoidable stretching, had 
been taken out and a_ new piece of sound rope 
351 feet long, putin, It was impossible, he said, 
to prevent the spliced joints m wearing as 
they passed through grooves in the cablesheaves, 
which had worn just enough to pass the ordinary 
thickness of rope without friction, In the course 
of a year, or possibly less, it would be necessary 
to splice in a new piece again, and it would have 
to be 72 feet longer than the one putin on Sun- 
day night. Superintendent Martin said also that 
in the course of an every-day inspection of the 
cable it had been noticed that the ends of the 
spliced joint was fraying a little, and a new piece 
of rope was made ready, which he had intended 
to put in next Sunday night. The break had 
come sooner than he @ ,» and compelled 
him to do the job a week earlier, If the new 
rope had not been ready, he said, the delay would 
have been much longer and far more annoying 
than it was,

In the performance of his duties as 
Clerk of the Special Term of the Supreme Court,

extract from the minutes of proceedings in the 
case. Ira Leo Bamberger, attorney for the de- 
fendant, objected to the giving of the extract 
on the ground that Clerk Dunn had exceeded 
his*‘authority, inasmuch as the minutes wero 
not correct. Judge Donohue sustained the 
Clerk, saying that he bad ordered the minutes to 
be made as they were. But he said that he would 
amend the minutes in a certain respect. Lawyer 
Bamberger was not satisfied. He moved, before 
Judge Andrews, in Supreme Court, Chambers 
for an order adjudging Clerk Dunn guilty of 
contempt, and directing County Clerk Keenan, 
as Clerk of the Supreme Court, to change the 
minutes. Judge Andrews denied the motion 
yesterday, saying that Lawyer Bamberger had 
the right to appeal from Judge Donohue’s de- 
cision or to apply to the General Term fora 
mapdamus directing bim to change the minutes, 
but that he (Judge Andrews) as a single Judge 
could not review the acts of his colleague.

GRACE AND THE CHILLANS 


MICHAEL.P. GRACES STATEMENT 
OF THE FAOTS, 

THE LATE MINISTER, MR. LOGAN, PIQUED 
AT HIS FAILURE TO BE RENOMINATED, 
INDULGES IN MISREPRESENTATION. 

In reference to the story published in a 
morning newspaper yesterday about the rela- 
tions of the firm of W. R. Grace & Co. with the 
Chilian Government, Michael P. Grace said last 
evening that the late American Minister to Chill, 
C. A. Logan, upon whose authority the story 
was printed, had tried to seoure the good offices 
of J. W. Grace and W. R. Grace to have him 
retained in his position, at least while the 
matter of claims between American citizens and 
the Government of Chili was’ unsettled. Mr. 
Grace said thatasthe press generally ascribed 
the appointment of William R. Roberts as Min- 


-ister to Chili to Mayor Grace, Mr. Logan had 


evidently found in that facta motive for mak- 
ing an absurd misrepresentation of facts. Mr. 
Logan, through pique at his failure to be re- 
tained, had soucht to misrepresent the house of 
Grace & Co. to the Chilian Government, The 
ex-Minister had, while Minister to Central Amer- 
ica, made similar attacks on American houses 
doing business there. 

Mr. Grace then said that, as to the allegations 
contained in Mr, Logan’s communication to the 
State Department, they were so absurd and 
malicious as to fall by thelrown weight. ‘“ The 
Government of Chili owned all their nitrate 
flelds previous to 1879," continued Mr. Grace. 
“They shipped their nitrate, and consigned it 
to the house of Anthony Gibbs & Sons, of os 9 
don, for a few years; and then, not securing su 
ficient advances from that ho a company 
was formed in Lima, known as the Compania 
Salitrera, of which Grace Brothers & Co. were 
stockholders. This company made large ad- 
vances to the Government, and received in 
exchange the consignment of their nitrate of 
soda, but not by any means sufficient consign- 
ments to cover their advances, Consequently 
the Government ts indebted to that company to 
the extent of over 500,000 pounds, Grace Broth- 
ers & Co. became subconsignees of the nitrate, 
selling it through their bankers, Baring Brothers 
& Oo. The consignment of this articlo to the 
United States was made to the Messers. W. R. 
Grace & Oo. by a special! direct contract with the 
Government. This condition of affairs existed 
when the war broke out between Peru and 
Chili. Mr. Charles R. Flint, one of the part- 
ners of W. R. Grace & Co., was Chilian Con- 
sul in this city. He 6 emg oa A resigned 
the Consulate, both by cabling to the Chilian 
Government and by placing his resignation in 
the hands of the Chilian legation at Washington. 
This was done to avoid any complications by 
acting as a contractor forthe Peruvian Govern- 
ment and as a representative of Chili at the 
seme time. The factis that Grace & Co. were 
simply a commercial house doing business in 
that country. During the war we suffered great 
losses in our business and through the losses in 
our investments, Chili having taken possession 
of the nitrate flelds of the country. Our claims 
for losses have been put in and have not been 
passed upon. We are perfectly willing to have 
a mixed commission decide the matter. Since 
the war we have had at all times business with 
the Chillan Government, and I do not believe 
that the fact that we consider that we had claims 
against Chili, which would and could only be 
oy gg in the usual diplomatic way and set- 

led by a mixed commission, would affect the 
minds of the Chilian Government against us. 
On the contrary, our standing in Chili, as it has 
always been in Peru, is at the top of the list of 
American houses, both with the Government 
and the citizens; and it is a well known fact 
that our bouse has done more to increase the 
commercial relations between these countries 
and the United States than any other means 
that have ever been taken.”

A BIG OIL AND GAS WELL SCHEME. 

Krinaston, N. Y., Deo, 21.—Armstrong, 
Phillivs & Co., who are large owners and oper- 
ators of olland gas wells and bituminous coal 
mines in Pennsylvania, are negotiating with 
land owners along the Helderberg Mountains, 
between Knowersville and. Kingston, for leases 
giving them the right for 20 years to sink wells 


for gas or oil, and mines for gold, silver, and all 
other minerals.

TWO SHIPWRECKED CREWS. 

The steamship Santiago, which arrived 
yesterday from Cienfuegos and Nassau, brought 
the crews of the wreoked schooners Lillian M. 
and Elsie G. Capt. Walters, of the Lillian M., 
states that she was wrecked early in the present 
month at Tpeeve, where she was taking on a 
cargo of salt. She was struck by a terrific 
squall, whiclf caused her to drag her anchor and 
go ashore. The crew all escaped, but the vessel 
was a total wreck. Oapt. Walters sold the ma- 
terial which he succeeded in saving from the 
wreck, and with his@rew proceeded to Nassau, 
where they arrived On Deo. 13, The British Oon- 
sul secured passage for the men on the Santiago. 
They will be sent to their homes in Nova Scotia. 
The Liluan M. was owned by M. Corkum, of 
Liverpool, Nova Scotia, and measured 1382 tons. 
She was three years old. 

When Capt. Walters and his men arrived at 
Nassau they found there Capt. Neville and the 
crew of the schooner Elsie G., which had also 
been shipwrecked. The latter vessel got out of 
ber course and went ashore on the coast of Ex- 
uma, on Noy. 18, while boundjfrom Turk’s Isi- 
and for Boston. All of the crew were saved, as 
well asa portion of the material. The orew ar- 
rived at Nassau on Dec. 8, and passage was se- 
cured for them on the Santiago. The Hisie G. 
was built at Lunenberg, Nova _ Scotia, last year, 
and was-owned by Thomas BE. Vogler. 
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MOLDERS ON «a STRIKE. 

All day yesterday a group of men stood 
at the corner of Fourteenth-street and Avenue 
A discussing the chances of a small strike in 
which, as molders and clippers in the employ of 
Hotchkiss, Field & Flynn, they were engaged, 
Their grievance was that the firm had begun a 
system of reduction of wages in the molding 
department, not by scaling all hands at once, 
but by taking two or three at a time,in the 
hope, the men claimed, of effecting their pur- 
pose without incurring a general protest. This 

rievance was submitted to the Central Labor 

nion on Sunday, when it was agreed that the 
moiders should strike and remain out until an 
adjustment could be reached. The arbitration 
committee did not arrive uaotil late in the after- 
noon. As neither Mr. Field nor Mr. Flynn, of 
the firm, was in at the time,a conference was 
set for to-day. . 

Mr. Field said there had been five reductions 
in the pass six weeks, amounting to about 20 
cents a day per man; former day wages havin 
ranged from $2 to $270. The reductions 
been made rather than dismiss the men, for all 
the work now in their line merely added to the 
stock in hand, for which there was no immediate 
sae. The substance of the talk of the moldersg 
was that former wages merely kept off starva- 
tion, and that it was better to walk the streets 
than to work and starve. 


THE HENRY WILL OONTEST. 

Surrogate Rollins lstened yesterday 
to counsel intérested in the proceedings instituted 
by Evan J. Henry to obtain the revocation of the 
will of his son, James Griffiths Henry, who left 
the greater portion ofan estate of $100,000 to his 
wife. It is claimed on the partof Mr. Henry 
that his son was influenced in the making of the 
will by young Mrs. Henry, who was formerly 
the wife of *‘ Eph’ Simmons. It is also claimed 
that the infant son of Mrs. Henry is illegitimate, 
and not the son of her husband. This question 
Aaron J. Vanderpoel, who appeared in the 
case yesterday for Mr. Evan ‘ey Henry, with 
Mr. Richards, desires to be brought before the 
court at the same time as the question of undue 
influence. Col, Bliss and Charles H. Woodbury, 
for Mrs. Henry, claim that the question of the 
child’s legitimacy must first be decided, as if the 
legitimacy is sustained, Mr. Evan J. Henry, not 
being next of kin, will not be competent to bring 
proceedings for tbe revocation of the will, This 
question was discussed, as was also the matter of 
appointing commissions to take outside testi- 
mody for the contestant in regard to Mrs, 
Henry's character and treatment of her late hus- 
band. The Surrogate took the papers and re- 
served his decision, both as to joining the two 
issues and as to the appointing of commissions. 











THREE TRIALS OF A $2,500 SUIT. 

Three years ago Mrs. Abbey C. Barker, of 
Tarrytown, died, leaving property valued at 
$10,000. Her Executor, Edward B. Cobb, found 
among her papers a memorandum of a note for 
$2,600, given by her to the Trustees of a church 
to help pay off its indebtedness. It was dated 
May 81, 1881, and made payablein one year. It 
was discounted by Lewis Roberts. hen it 
came due $500 was paid on it, and the time was 
extended. When Mrs. Barker died Mr. Rob- 
erts made a demand on Mr. Cobb, as Ex- 
ecutor, for payment, which was refused, and 
he brought suit in the Supreme Court to 
recover the amount due. Then It was shown 
that the note bad beon given at the solicitation 
of the Rey. George Horr, who told Mrs. Barker 
it was a-duty she owed the church. A verdict 
was given the Executor.

A NEW AND STRINGENT BILL RE- 
PORTED IN THE SENATE. 

THE UTAH MARRIAGE LAWS RECAST AND 
OTHERS ANNULLED—TROSTEES YOR THE 
MORMON CHUROH TO BE APPOINTED, 

WASHINGTON, Deo. 21.—The Bigamy bill re- 
ported back to-day by Senator Edmunds from the 
Judiciary Committee provides that in any prosecution 
under « statute of the United States for bigamy, 
polygamy, or unlawful cohabitation the lawfu! hus- 
band or wife of the acoused shail be a competent wit- 
ness and may be compelled to testify; that an attach- 
ment fora witness may be issued without a previous 
subpoena when there is reasonable ground to believe 
that the witness will refuse to obey a subpcena; that 
every marriage ceremony in the Territories shal! be 
certified in writing, the certificate to be signed by each 
of the parties and by the officer or priest performing 
the ceremony, such certificate to be prima facie evi- 
dence of the facts when produced in court, (tail- 
ure to furnish the certificate ts made punishable by 
fine and imprisonment;) that all recorda of mar- 
riages kept by officiating functionaries shall be 
subject to inspection by United States officials, and 
refusal to permit this is punishabie by fine and impris-

the United States and other places, and

That it shail bethe duty of the At- 
torney-General of the United States to cause such pro- 
ceedings t.. be taken in the Supreme Court of the Ter- 
ritory of Utah as shall be proper to dissolve the said 
corporation and pay the debi, and to dispose of the 
property and assets thereof according to law. 

That the existing election districts and apportion- 
ments of representation concerning the members of 
the Legislative Aseambly of the Territory of Utah are 
abolished, and it shall be the duty of the Governor, 
Territorial Secretary, and the United States Judges in 
said Territory forthwith to redistrict said Territory, 
and apportion representation in such manner as to 
provide, as bois dl as may be, for an equai representa- 
tion of the people in the Legislative Assembly. 

That whoever commits cues? shall be punished 
by imprisonment in the penitentiary not exceeding 
three years. ‘hat {it§¥an unmarried man and woman 
commit fornication each of them shall be punished 
by imprisonme:t not exceeding six monthsor by fine 
not exceeding $100. That Commissioners appointed 
by the Supreme Court and District Courts in Utah 
shall possess al) the powers and jurisdiction of Justices 
of the Peace; that the Marshal of Utah and 
his Deputies shal] possess and may exercise ali 
the powers in executing the laws of the United 
States possessed and exercised by Sheriffs and their 
Deputies as peace officers. The bill also gives ad- 
ditional powers to Commissioners appointed by the 
courts and to United States Marshals in Utah. It de- 
clares vacant the office of Superintendent of District 
Schools created by the laws of Utah, and directs the 
Supreme Court to appoint a -uperintendent, and pre- 
scripes the duties of that official. The bill further em- 
bodies a code of regulations relating to the inheritance 
of property. 


UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 
MRS. BURNETT’S PENSION RIGHTS—VARI- 
OUS MINOR CASES DECIDED. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The Supreme Court 
of the United States to-day affirmed the decree of the 
Court of Ulaims in the case of Hattie A. Burnett, 
widow of Gen. Ward B. Burnett, against the 
United States. Mrs, Burnett, subsequent to the death 
of her husband, filed an application for a widow's pen- 
sion and was allowed a pension of $80 per month. She 
claimed to be entitled to $72 per month, the rate of 
pension her husband was receiving at the time of bis 
death, The Commissi of Pensi refused to 
allow her that amount, and she appesied to the Secre.

Our Washington dispatches contain an 
explanation by a Republican Senator of 
Senator Brcx’s bitter attack upon the 
Administration and its financial policy. 
This is that the Kentucky Senator wishes 
to get the Secretary of the Treasury be- 
fore the Finance Committee and find out 
directly from him how far he is person- 
ally responsible for the course of his 
department regarding silver. There is 
plausibility in this conjecture. The silver 
men would like to scare Mr. MANNING, and 
if they could not through him influence 
the President, at least to separate the Sec- 
retary from his chief, and break the force 
of the Administration’s policy, which has 
so far been very strong. But surely some 
of these gentlemen must have met Mr. 
MANNING in Chicago last year, and perhaps 
In Washington since he took office, and 
they ought to know that he is not the man 
to have committed himself as he has done 
without counting the cost politically. 
And if they do not now know they will 
before they have done with him that Mr. 
MANNING is a very uncomfortable person 
to deal with on the political side when he 
has made up his mind in what direction 

he will go. 








Senator MILLER has introduced a bill 
for the protection of New-York Harbor. 
It not only prohibits dumping in the ad- 
jacent waters, but provides for a commis- 
sion to inquire into the condition and 
needs of the harbor and to look after the 
enforcement of laws for its protection. 
It is evident that the harbor needs pro- 
tection against the city as well as 
against those who use it, and it can 
only be established with efficiency by 
the National Government. For years 
there has been a protest against the 
dumping of refuse in tidewater, but it 
still goes on, and it seems likely to go on 
until some authority with a higher juris- 
diction in the matter than the city or the 
State intervenes to putastop to it. The 
channel needs improving, and this must 
be done by national authority, but to 
make improvement effectual and perma- 
ment there must be some system of pro- 
tection against the causes that have made 
ft necessary. At this port the greater 
part of the foreign commerce of the 
country is carried on, and here by far 


the larger part of the revenue from im-. 


ports is collected, and the duty of the Na- 
tional Government for the preservation of 
efficiency is manifest. 


The gates were ‘opened in the House 
yesterday and there -was'a mighty out- 
pouring of bills—good, bad, indifferent, 
‘worthless, and ridiculous, When the 
gates were closed the Representatives of 
jonly fourteen States had revealed the 


legislative projects with which their 
minds and pockets had. been charged, but 
the heap contained 1,100 bills, and about 
2,400 more must be unloaded before the 
House will be ready to grapple with busi- 
ness. The Senate had already sent 728 
bills and joint resolutions to the printer. 
Twenty years ago less than 2,500 bills 
were introduced during the life. of 
a Congress; in the last Congress the 
number was 11,441, of which 966, or 
about 8 1-2 per cent, became acts. It 
will become necessary by and by to limit 
in some way this offering of bills, for a 
great deal of valuable time is wasted even 
in the introduction of them, to say noth- 
ing of the time afterward thrown away 
in printing and handling them in commit- 
tee and elsewhere. A Representative’s 
liberty should not be restricted, but he 
should not be allowed to clog the wheels 
of progress with such nonsense, for ex- 
ample, as Mr. NrEcr’s bill “‘ to promote 
thrift,” whose ridiculous title or syllabus 
we publish this morning.

The House passed yesterday Mr. Bur- 
LEIGH’s resolution calling upon the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for information in 
respect to the advances made on reap- 
praisement in Mr. L. LEHMANN’s invoices 
of glassware. This case should be closely 
inquired into by the House. It is tolera- 
bly clear that Mr. LEHMANN suffered in- 
justice at the hands of the mer- 
chant appraiser who was his _busi- 
ness rival; and the latter’s statement that 
certain glassware of his own importation, 
identical in make and value with that 
which be had agreed to advance 100 per 
cent. in Mr. LEHMANN’s invoice, was pur- 
chased later and at a lower price than 
that paid by Mr. LEHMANN, is contradicted 
by the dealer in Bohemia from whom 
both consignments were purchased. It is 
not right or necessary that importers 
should suffer such wrongs in order that 
the Government may know what duties 
they ought to pay. 








There is no room for doubt that the 
President has very candidly and plainly 
asked the Republican Senators who have 
called upon him to give him any good 
reasons they may have for rejecting his 
appointments in order that he may with- 
draw any nominations that are not proper 
to be made. This is reported from vari- 
ous sources and at various dates. The 
President’s course is said to have sur- 
prised some of the Republican Senators, 
though we see no reason why it should 
doso. Itis the course which the inde- 
pendence and good faith of the President 
would:suggest. There is nothing to be 
gained by him in pressing on the Senate 
the nomination of a person unfit for the 
public service, any more than there is any- 
thing to be gained by Republican Senators 
in opposing the appointment of persons 
fit to be appointed. Obviously, the open- 
ing of that ‘‘ war” with the President 
which it has seemed to the Republican 
organs ought to be promptly declared is 
likely to be indefinitely postponed. 








Those who have been following the fort- 
unes of the Newark children who were 
sent to France for treatment will learn 
from our special cable dispatch from 
Paris this morning that they arrived 
safely, were inoculated with the attenu- 
ated virus of rabies by PASTEUR and his 
assistants, and at last accounts were 
sleeping peacefully. A dispatch from 
Milwaukee, where three persons have 
recently died of hydrophobia, indicates 
that the treatment by hot baths has been 
applied successfully there in the case of a 
man who was bitten twenty-five days ago, 
and who showed premonitery symptoms 
of the disease on Friday. last. This is the 
treatment so strongly advocated by Dr. 
Buisson, who is said to have used it suc- 
cessfully in eighty cases. It certainly de- 
serves the attention of victims who can- 
not put themselves in the hands of Pas- 
TEUR, and should not be ignored by those 
who try inoculation. 








MR. BECK AND THE PRESIDENT, 


No one who knows Senator BECK be- 
lieved fhat he would long be able to re- 
strain himself from an attack upon the 
Administration and its views on silver, but 
it was hardly thought that he would com- 
mence hostile operations before some defi- 
nite measure had come before the Senate, 
It is plain, however, that the Senator has 
been bottling up his wrath for a long 
time, probably ever since the publication 
of Mr. CLEVELAND’s notable letter to Con- 
gressman WARNER, and he has apparently 
been getting angrier with the passage of 
time. Yesterday, with the naive irrele- 
vance of a man out of temper, he stopped 
the regular business of the Senate to de- 
liver a long speech for which he madea 
text with a resolution , directing the 
Finance Committee “‘to inquire whether 
the officials of the United States had com- 
plied with the laws requiring that the 
coin paid for duties on imported goods 
should be set apart as a special fund and 
applied to the payment of the interest on 
United States bonds,” &c. On the face 
of it this resolution does not seem to 
have any direct bearing upon the silver 
coinage. The law in question was en- 
acted toward the close of the first 
year of the war for the Union, (February, 
1862,) with the purpose of strengthening 
the public credit. The “coin” then re- 
ceived for customs duties was gold ex- 
clusively. There was no silver in the 
country, and had been none for nearly 
thirty years. Nor was there any until 
after the great body of the bonds had 
‘been issued. The law was, therefore, in 
intent and in effect, a pledge of the Gov- 
ernment to set aside its gold revenue for 
the payment of the interest on the inter- 
‘ est-bearing debt, and every dollar loaned 
to the Government from that time until 
1878 was loaned on that specific pledge, 

Mr. Brox, however, holds that by the 
law of 1878 the interest and principal of 
| the bonds then outstanding or since issued 





became payable in silver standard dollars 
as well asin gold, and the cause of his 
anger at Mr. CLEVELAND and his Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is that they have not 
paid either interest or principal in silver. 
** How,” he asked, ‘‘ was the surplus sil- 
ver to get out of the Treasury if the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury would not call in 
the bonds that ought to be called in and 
pay out the silver?” To the objection 
that the silver dollars in which he 
proposes that the principal and in- 
terest of the outstanding. bonds shall 
be paid is not worth as much as gold 
he answers indignantly that silver 
would buy at least 20 per cent, more 
than it did in 1870. This is not true in 
fact. One hundred dollars in silver in 
1870 would have bought about as much 
of any goods in the market as: $110 in 
greenbacks. To-day it will not buy 
any more than $100, and if the seller is 
shrewd it will not buy more than $80 
in greenbacks. It would pay a debt of 
$100 as readily as greenbacks, but paying 
debts and buying goods are very different 
transactions as concerns. the power of 
Congress over them. Congress can com- 
pel a creditor to take silver for his debt; 
it cannot compel a man to take silver for 
his goods; so that from any point of view 
from which it is considered Mr. BECK’s 
assertion is mistaken. And Mr. Beck 
would not be attacking the President of 
his party if his statement were correct. 
It is because silver will not buy as much 
as gold or greenbacks, because it is 
‘‘cheap” money, that he desires to see the 
creditors of the United States paid in it, 


Senator Brcr’s charges and insinua- 
tions against the Administration are of 
the old sort. ‘‘The bondholders of the 
United States controlled enormous amounts 
of money and the best talent of the press, 
and having now captured the Exccutive 
branch of the Government, they were 
clamoring for gold and gold alone.” We 
hardly know how much of this savage 
nonsense the Senator from Kentucky really 
believes. His mind isa narrow one, his 
temper is hot, and his prejudices are 
strong. It is possible that he is convinced 
that Mr. CLEVELAND has been “‘ captured” 
by the “enormous” wealth of the bond- 
holders, and is capable of violating the 
laws of the United States to serve the 
interests of his captors. But if he 
entertains any such gross delusion, 
he does injustice equally to the 
President, to himself, and to the 
Democratic Party. Mr. CLEVELAND has 
shown himself in every act of his public 
life an honest man, with a profound re- 
spect for the rights of all, and with a 
fidelity, not without tenderness, to the 
rights of that class of laborious and self- 
supporting people from which he sprang 
and to which he still belongs. We have 
not the slightest wish to intimate that 
Mr. Beck is or can be influenced by the 
wealthy and greedy silver mine owners 
who alone can profit by the policy the 
Senator advocates, but we warn him in 
all seriousness that as between himself, in 
his present course, and the President, who 
demands that every workingman shall 
have his pay in money as good as the cap- 
italist can get, the palm of apparent hon- 
esty and love of justice is with the Presi- 
dent. 








MR. ERWIN’S CANVASS. 


Mr. GrorGE Z. Erwin, of St. Lawrence 
County, has been for several weeks en- 
gaged in an effort to secure pledges from 
Republican members-elect of the Assembly 
to support him as a candidate for the 
Speakership of that body. His success 
thus far does not appear to be great, but 
from this time on an attempt is to be 
made to work all the influences he can 
command to secure the requisite number 
of votes in the caucus. Mr. ERWIN is not 
a particularly sagacious politician, but he 
has wit enough to know that if he were to 
rely upon his merits and his record he 
would have no hope whatever of obtaining 
the coveted posifion, The fact that he 
plainly shows this can hardly be regarded 
as an element of strength in his canvass. 
A man who has once been Speaker of the 
Assembly and aspires to are-election ought 
not to find it necessary to travel all over 
the State pleading with politicians for 
help and making promises to secure sup- 
port. But Mr. Erwin’s conduct last Win- 
ter was such as to forfeit all claim to con- 
fidence, and he has absolutely no chance 
of winning support that is not purchased 
or coerced. oe 

Last year Mr. Erwin entered upon his 
canvass for the Speakership with a fair 
share of honest and honorable support, 
but he went into a combination with the 
supporters of Mr. Morton for the Senator- 
ship, and made promises with regard to 
Chairmanships and other places on the 
committees in order to secure weak and 
wavering members. The result was a 
make-up of the committees which utterly 
disregarded the interests of legislation. 
Men qualified by character and experience 
for useful work found themselves in 
places where they could accomplish little, 
and positions of influence and power were 
given to those who were incompetent or in- 
disposed to use them for the promotion 
of the work of the session, The result 
was a most unsatisfactory record. Most 
important legislation was bunglingly 
handled in the committees or wholly neg- 
lected, and it was found impossible to 
accomplish much of value. There has not 
been for many years a session more barren 
of good results than the last, and for 
that Mr. Erwin was largely responsible. 
And yet he has the assurance to go into a 
canvass for re-election, knowing that he 
has not the confidence of the people or the 
support of public sentiment in any part 
of the State, and relying on the same 
methods that have already brought him 
into discredit for success. 

Mr. Erwin’s political character and 
purposes may be fairly judged by the 
kind of politicians and influences that are 
working in his behalf. Chief among his 
powerful patrons is Mr. Tuomas C. 
Piatt, whose efforts in the last State 
campaign were devoted wholly to secur- 
ing members of the Legislature who 
might be useful to him If he and 

other politicians of the same stamp had 
-worked with half the zeal for the 





State ticket that they displayed in 
elections 


securing nominations and _ 





for the Senate and Assembly that 
ticket would not have been defeated. 
Mr. Puatr had as a silent partner in 
his labors Mr. Jay GouLp, and both had 
an eye to legislation affecting the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company and other 
corporate interests with which they are 
concerned, Whatever ulterior purposes 
Mr. PLaTtT may have in a political way 
he does not allow his material interests to 
suffer, und he appreciates the value of the 
power that makes up the committees to 
which legislation that he is interested in 
is referred. 

Mr. Puatr’s political methods are suf- 
ficiently well known, and they have done 
much already to discredit and divide the 
Republican Party in this State, but they 
are the methods on which ERwIN relies. 
There are some Assemblymen who are ab- 
solutely owned and controlled by men 
like Piatt, and there are others upon 
whom they can bring pressure to bear 
with more or less effect. These are the 
members that are counted for ERWIN, and 
nobody seems to expect that any man 
will support him who acts upon his 
own independent judgmént or with an 
exclusive regard for the public inter- 
ests, He hopes, nevertheless, to work up 
some semblance of public, or at least 
of party, sentiment in his favor through 
the rural press. It is a deplorable fact 
that many of the Republican newspapers 
of this State are devoted to carrying out 
the designs of politicians rather than to 
promoting the interests of the public, and 
those who are wont to depend upon them 
for information, and in some measure for 
opinions, are sometimes grossly misled, 
but there is no expectation that the peo- 
ple will be convinced of Mr. ERwmn’s 
merits. The object is to work upon the 
minds of their representatives already 
chosen and, if possible, persuade them 
that they would be sustained in voting for 
him for Speaker. 

Mr. Erwin’s arduous and difficult can- 
vass gives small promise of success. It has 
at present a decidedly desperate appear- 
ance, Itis not easy to carry through a can- 
vass of this factitious character and give 
it real strength by strenuously endeavoring 
to secure for it a semblance of strength. 
There is no likelihood that a majority of 
the Republican members of the Assembly 
can be induced to sacrifice their self-re- 
spect, to disregard the higher interests of 
their party, and to hazard the chances for 
a good legislative record by yielding to 
such influences and arts as Mr. ERWIN is 
employing to advance his interests and 
those of his political masters. 








A SWINDLING CITY. 


Elizabeth, N. J., earned a bad reputa- 
tion some years ago, and is engaged in 
diligently adding to it. It gotinto trouble 
and bankruptcy by corrupt extrava- 
gance. Men who desired that their pri- 
vate property should be brought into use 
at the public expense controlled the elec- 
tion of officers, the course of municipal 
improvements, and the levy of taxes. 
When the improvements had been made 
they shirked even their own share of the 
burdens of which they were the benefi- 
ciaries, and they have succeeded in shirk- 
ing them ever since. 

The present dispute between the city 
and the Singer Sewing Machine Company 
puts the municipality of Elizabeth in the 
position of a common swindler. The man- 
ufacturing company, which is much the 
most important corporation in the place, 
is a debtor of the city to the extent of 
some $20,000 and a creditor of the city for 
more than ten times that sum. The debt 
due it is not collectible, the debtor being 
a bankrupt, while the debt it owes is col- 
lectible, the bankrupt being still in a 
condition to enforce payment from his 
debtors and to distribute the proceeds 
among the tax eaters. The corporation 
offers to apply the taxes it owes to the 
bonds it holds. But the city not only re- 
fuses to permit this, but has procured 
some legislation that protects it in not 
doing this. It assumes the attitude of 
the unjust person in the Scriptures who 
begged off the payment of his debts and 
immediately thereafter clutched a debtor 
of his own by the throat and demanded 
“spot cash” in settlement of his claim. 

Nobody in Elizabeth appears to take 
any shame to himself for this state of 
things, and yet it ought to make an hon- 
est man ashamed to live in Elizabeth. 
TwEED never did anything quite so infa- 
mously impudent as to procure legislation 
protecting an insolvent corporation in 
refusing to pay what it owed, while vest- 
ing in it full power to collect what was 
owing to it. It is scarcely credible that 
the legislation by which the city has been 
chartered as a swindler would stand the 
decision of the courts, if the company 
which it is now trying to swindle 
were to appeal to such a decision. 
But it has taken a course that promises to 
prove not less practically efficacious. 
After appealing in vain to the sense of 
shame of the voters of Elizabeth it has ap- 
plied to the situation the device of the re- 
versible boycott. The persons in its em- 
ploy constitute a large proportion of the 
voters of Elizabeth, and several of them 

members of the Council that has pro- 
cured the legislation under which it is 
attempted to swindle the company. 
The company gives notice that, if its 
works are seized to satisfy a claim 
against which it holds a very much 
larger claim in the form of unsatisfied 
judgments, it will simply close its works 
and let its workpeople take care of them- 
selves. The Councilmen in its employ 
may find their places as Councilmen more 
profitable than their places in the employ 
of the company, and may thus be enabled 
to bear the lockout with fortitude. But 
they have constituents who have no 
alternative employment, and these con- 
stituents will be apt to make them- 
selves disagreeable when they find 
themselves deprived, by the action 
of the city authorities, of their 
means of livelihood. The City Govern- 
ment is likely at the next election, one 
would imagine, to be remodeled in the 
interest of better government, The most 
suitable government would be a govern- 
ment by Receiver. If the courts could 
make an honest man Receiver of Elizabeth, 
‘with power to collect the taxes and apply 


| them to the municipal debt, the.city would 
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be much better off. But in any case the 
workmen of the Singer Company, with 
their ingenuity quickened by distress, will 
be apt to find some way out of the trouble 
for which, in their eapacity as voters, 
they are in some measure responsible. 

This story is particularly interesting, in- 
asmuch as it shows anew and vividly that 
great cities by no means afford the only 
cases, or perhaps the worst cases, of. out- 
rageous municipal misgovernment, Eliz- 
abeth is one of the suburban cities: of 
moderate size which a New-Yorker or a 
Brooklynite is apt fondly to imagine a 
political Utopia. In such a city it is now 
seen that the lack of public spirit and the 
abandonment of local politics by the 
best citizens to the worst lead to as 
scandalous results as in a city of 
twenty times the size, The working peo- 
ple who have been duped into putting 
and keeping in office the men who have 
reduced Elizabeth to the position of a 
swindling bankrupt will’ acquire new and 
much juster views upon their local gov- 
ernment if they find that their acqui- 
escence in municipal misrule injures them 
not only indirectly by increasing the cost 
of living, but directly by stopping their 
wages. 





OUR COOPERAGE INDUSTRY, 


The question, What is to become of 
our cooperage industry ? is being asked by 
hundreds of men injthe woods of Virginia, 
Pénnsylvania, New-York, and Maine, 
where most of the material for hogs- 
heads has been obtained for the hitherto 
large demand from the West India Isl- 
ands. The inquiry is also made by the 
Captains of our fleet of vessels employed 
in carrying these, principally to Cuba, 
and in bringing here cargoes of sugar. 

Two years ago the value of the products 
of this industry exported from our ports 
exceeded $3,000,000. To carry this about 
800 vessels, making one trip each, were 
required, at a freight charge of about 
$334,000. 

The export of cooperage products has 
now declined to less than one-quarter of 
the above mentioned amount, and unless 
Congress acts very promptly the whole 
industry will be very soon destroyed. 

This state of affairs is much more se- 
rious than at first appears. In addition 
to wiping out an industry which employs 
thousands of men in thirteen different 
States and utilizes aclass of lumber of 
no value for other purposes, it is prac- 
tically driving our West India fleet from 
the sea, as it is impossible for these vessels 
to go to Cuba in ballast and compete with 
the English ‘‘ ocean steam tramps.” 

The decrease in our cooperage business 
was brought about by what has resulted, 
to say the least, in a favor to English 
traders and shippers at the expense of an 
important American industry. Two years 
ago the Spanish Government reduced the 
export duty on sugar shipped in bags and 
left the duty on that shipped in hogsheads 
the same as before. Thensolow an im- 
port duty was charged for English bags 
and so high a one for American hogs- 
heads that, although the Cuban planters 
prefer the hogshead to the bag, they are 
forced to use the English bag rather than 
the American hogshead, owing to this ad- 
ditional tax on sugar shipped in hogs- 
heads. As a result, instead: of 1,000,000 
American hogsheads used two years ago, 
not a quarter of that amount will be 
shipped this year. 

A remedy for this difficulty lies in the 
speedy action of Congress. What shall 
that action be? The necessary legislation 
would be very simple, and would settle 
the whole matter at once. 

The Government could offset this ex- 
port duty on sugar shipped in hogsheads 
by an additional import tax of a quarter 
of a cent per pound on that shipped in 
bags, or else decrease the present tax in 
the same ratio on that brought to our 
ports in hogsheads. The reduction of the 
tax on sugar shipped in hogsheads can- 
not affect other sugar-growing countries, 
as their sugar is shipped in bags. Sugar 
in hogsheads‘or bags would under this 
amended tax then cost the same when 
delive red im this country. 





SIDEWALK NUISANCES. 


Several merchants who occupy stores on 
Fourteenth-street near Sixth-avenue ap- 
plied to Judge DONOHUE on Saturday last 
for a mandamus directing the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works and the Superin- 
tendent of Incumbrances to remove the 
hucksters who had taken possession of the 
sidewalk in front of their places of busi- 
ness, The mandamus was granted. The 
applicants had ample ground for com- 
plaint, for the favored friends of the 
Board of Aldermen had undertaken 
to build a new row of shops on 
the curbstone, and there were other 
merchants not far away who might 
reasonably have asked the courts for re- 
lief and protection. For some time the 
curbstones and a large part of the side- 
walk for many blocks on Sixth-avenue, 
and especially in front of the large stores 
on the west side of that thoroughfare, 
have been held by irresponsible and re- 
pulsive dealers in toys and all kinds of 
notions. Their booths have become a 
nuisance. The narrow walk that lies be- 
tween these structures and the building 
line is in the afternoon continually choked 
with people, and the‘pedestrian who de- 
sires to pass along the avenue at anything 
better than a snail’s pace must walk upon 
the stones of the carriageway. 

To citizens of New-York, as a rule, the 
occupation of the sidewalks and streets by 
tradesmen is an old story. If the choking 
of narrow footways by hucksters or mer- 
chants drives them into the street or 
breaks their bones they regard the nui- 
sance as something that cannot be avoided 
where Aldermen like ours have power to 
issue permits, or console themselves with 
the thought that all cities suffer in the 
same way. When they visit some other 
city they are too busy to look at its cleared 
sidewalks. The truth is that no other city 
is so;cursed with sidewalk incumbrances, 
But no other city has such Aldermen. 

The applicant for the privilege of sell- 
ing cheap wares from the sidewalk natu- 
rally desires that his stand shall be placed 
where the human stream is greatest. But 
from such places they should be rigidly 
excluded. The sidewalks leading to the 
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-bridge entrance itself is small and clumsi-~ 
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bridge in Nassau and Chatham streets, 
for example, are narrow at, best. The 


ly made. Every foot of space at that en- 
trance and in the adjoining streets should 
be cleared of all incumbrances that can 
be spared. But the narrow sidewalks 
are lined on both sides with booths 
and carts, owned by chattering hucksters 
whose wares intelligent persons could not 
be induced to buy. For hours in each day 
these walks are crowded with men and 
‘women who must force their way’ through 
the fortifications of the Cheap Johns and 
garbage eaters who hope to levy tribute as 
they pass. Every one of these hucksters 
should be driven away. And in the/ 
narrow streets below the City Hall mer 
chants have been allowed to store their 
goods and display them on the walks 
and to burden the curbstones with stores 
in miniature. Around Washington Market 
the surrender of the sidewalks has been 
complete, and in many parts of the city 
the merchant who pays a hedvy rent is. 
almost hidden from public view by the 
huckster who pays almost nothing. Long 
streets are transformed into wagon yards 
when the working day is over, and hun- 
dreds of trucks hold the pavements while 
the horses that drew then? may be housed 
in Brooklyn. 

The Aldermen must take care of their 
** constituents.” What do they care for 
the convenience and safety of pedes- 
trians or the good fame of the city or the 
injury suffered by merchants who pay 
rent? The voters who are to be rewarded 
are drawn from the slums and stationed 
along the curbstone like so many high- 
waymen, to whom the pedestrian must 
deliver his comfort if not his money. 
Two or three days ago Alderman-elect 
RYAN sought Justice DuFry, in the Tombs 
Court, and asked him to release a young 
man who had been committed for ten 
days for disorderly conduct. The young 
man’s father was the Alderman’s sup- 
porter. The Justice would not yield. 
Assemblyman-elect - MAHER appealed. to 
him in behalf of another young man who 
had been committed on a similar charge, 
and whose father had some influence. 
The Assemblyman failed. In his anger 
he declared that he would introduce a bill 
to legislate the Police Justices out of office 
and to provide that their successors should 
serve foronly one year. ‘‘ Then,” said he, 
“‘we'd get Police Justices who were in 
sympathy with the people.” 

‘‘Sympathy with the people” is the 
phrase by which such men describe the 
feeling that would cause the release of 
ruffians undergoing deserved punishment, 
and that covers the sidewalks of New- 
York with the retainers of the Board of 
Aldermen and other politicians of the 
same grade. 








It is gratifying to remark that the week- 
ly journal the Judge has passed into the hands 
of an owner under whose control, to quote his 
own language, ‘“*the Judge will be an ardent 
defender and exponent of protection to home 
industries and home labor.” A comic protec- 
tionist organ will fill a long-felt want. The 
struggling jokers of this country have too long 
been forced to compete with the pauper 
humorists of Europe. It is high time that 
they secured the monopoly of the home 
market. With free raw material from 
England and Germany there is no reason why 
they should not fully meet the domestic demand, 
whether for colored cartoons or non-exportable 
American paragraphs. It is true that a pro- 
tectionist organ is necessarily comic, but tbat 
does not involve a dangerous rivalry for the new 
orgau from the existing protectionist news- 
papers. Their political economy is comic only 
inadvertently and in spite of itself. Itremain 
to be seen what can be done with protection 
when it is sustained by intentional and deliber 
ate humor. 





RECEIVER NEWCOMB’S FEE, 





SUPERINTENDENT M’CALL FIXES THEM ON 
AN EQUITABLE BASIS, 

ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 21.—Superintendent 
McCall, of the Insurance Department, to-day 
fixed the fees to be paid to Edward 
Newcomb, Receiver of the Atlantic Mu- 
t al Life Insurance Company, of Al- 
bany, pursuant to chapter 902, Laws 
ot 1869. This is the third time that this Receiver 
has had his compensstion fixed. In 1880 Super- 
intendent Smyth allowed him 5 per cent. on the 
total amount of assets that came into his posses- 
sion. This ruling was subsequently reversed by 
a decision ot the Court of Appeals. In 1683 Su- 
perintendent McCall decided that the Receiver’s 
compensation was determined by provisions of 
the *‘ Haggerty act.” From this decision the 
Receiver appealed, and the Court of Appeals 
held that the act referred to did notapply, and 
sent the case back to the Superintendent for re- 
consideration. His decision now 1s that payments 
made to the Receiver up to April, 1880, shall 
be charged as having compensated him ‘ 
in full tor his services rendered trom the date of 
his appointment to that time. He then fixes the 
compensation at the rate of $5,000 per annum 
from April, 1880, to December, 188. The total 
assets of the company were $1,427,407 37. From 
this amount the Superintendent deducts, in 
basing his allowance for the Receiver’s com- 
mission, over $425,000 for premium loans and 
notes, and a deposit of $100,000 in Canada. The 
balance is then adjusted on the amount of the 
actual cash dividends and payments to claim- 
ants, which is shown to be $1,005,672 23. The 
registered policy holders have been paid 
in full. The non-registered claimants have 
received 65 per cent. in cash, with 
another dividend still to be paid. The Receiver 
is commended by the Superintendent for the ex- 
cellent showing made by him. It is understood 
that no appeal will be taken, either by the policy 
holders or by the Receiver, from the Superin- 
tendent’s decision.

AN EXCITING FIRE, 


THE CRYSTAL SPRINGS HOTEL BURNED AND 
MANY LIVES ENDANGERED, 

Exmrra, N. Y., Deo. 21.—Crystal Springs, 

a favorite resort for invalids, situated about five 

miles southwest from Dundee, Yates County, was 

the scene of much excitement last night at 

about midnight. The cause of the commotion 


was the discovery that the large four-story 
frame hotel, — about 800 feet from 
the Sanitarium, Was on fire, and the report 
that the inmates were unable to. esca 
from the burning becaguee 9 Finally r. 
and Mrs. Peck anda cook with much difficulty 
reached the ground, they being the last to leave 
the hotel, but they do not know how they es- 
caped. The building burned like tinder, and ina 
short time was completely destroyed. Theinmates 
of the hotel were aroused by people of the Sani- 
tarium, the latter having heard two explosions, 
which caused the fire. The origin of these ex- 
plosions is shrouded in mystery. The hotel was 
owned by a joint stock company, Benson Smith, 
the landlord, being the largest stockholder. 
Smith and his wife were in Buffalo at the time 
of the fire. The Sanitarium escaped un- 
harmed, as did also the cottages situated 
near the fcene of the fire, The loss is 
about $20,000.

YACHTSMEN FALLING OUT. 


SERIOUS TROUBLE AND SOME RESIGNATIONS 
IN THE SEAWANHAKA CLUB, 


A serious split has occurred in the Sea- 
wanhbakea Corinthian Yacht Club. A yearago 
the club was forced to give up its basin and 
clubhouse site, which it had occupied for sey- 
eral years, between Tompkinsville ana Stapleton, 
Staten Island. Certain of the members made 
a proposition then to provide another site and 
basi for the club; either free or at a merely 
nominal cost. This proposition was avcepted 
and the Trustees of the club empowered ex- 
Commodore W. A. W. Stewart, who is a lawyer, 
to carry out the details of the plan on behalf 
of theclub. The clubhouse and basin were lo- 


cated at Tompkinsville, adjoining the ferry 
landing. The club was placea in possession, 
and when the yachting season opened every- 
body was pleased with the change because of the 
convenince of access that it afforded. 

Matters went along merrily until a few weeks 
ago, when an alarming discovery was made. It 
appears that the owner of the praperty was, by 
some inadvertence, allowed to sail for Europe 
without signing the lease, and that before his 
return he was attacked with an iliness 
which incapacitated him for signiny it at all. 
This, of course, left the club’s interests unpro- 
tected in the matter, and the Trustees, it is-said, 
requested Mr. Stewart, who has been the Vice- 
Commodore of the club for the current year, to 
guarantee the club against any loss that it 
might sustain in consequence of the failure to 
get the lease signed. r. Stewart refused to 
give the guarantee, but said he would un- 
dertake to provide it with an anchorage. This 
reply, however, did not mect the views of the 
Trustees, and trouble ensued. Mr. Stewart 
promot tendered his resignation as a mem- 

r of the club, and a number of 
his friends, including ex-Commodore (C, 
Smith Lee, Secretary Leon F. /’Oremieulx, 
Fieet Surgeon Woodbury, and several other weil 
known converts to the English cutter model, 
followed his example. It is said that other mem- 
bers of the club bave also signified their inten- 
tion to resign. The letters of resignation will be 
acted on at the next meeting of the club, which 
will be held in January.

With his application for the listing of 
these bonds President Wright requests that the 
$318,000 of old West Shore bonds still outstand- 
ing shali be stricken from the Stock Exchange 
list, and it is asked alsotnat Drexel-Morgan 
certificates shall bo recognized as a good deliv- 
ery in Stock Exchange transactions. r

prices for them. With 475 years to run, and 
with principal and a a 4 per cent. divi- 
dend guaranteed by so substantial a corporation 
as the New-York Central Railroad Company 
they offer many attractions for investment 
seekers, and Wall-street is anxiously lcoking 
forward to see with what favor they will be re- 
ceived.

DRAMATIC AND MUSICAL, 


ROSINA VOKES. 

Miss Rosina Vokes, the charming song- 
stress, dancer, and comedienne, whose triumphs 
gs a member of the famous Vokes Family are so 
well remembered in New-York, made her first 
appearance here after a long absence at the 
Standard Theatre last night accompanied by 
the troupe of clever young performers 
who have been traveling with her throuch 
the United States since last September. 
Tbereception tendered to Miss Vokes was cor- 
dial, and hersuccess was immediate and decisive. 
The programmé comprised three pieces, In two 
of which Miss Vokes appeared. The audience 
was large and brilliant, the applause frequent 
and long-continued, the laughter hearty and in- 
cessant. There can be no doubt this morning 
that if Miss Vokes and her company had started 
the American tour, which they are now closing, 
in New-York they would have had the inestima- 
ble advantage of a metropolitan triumph to 
awaken the interest and secure to them the sup- 
port of playgoers in other cities. It is announced 
that with their engagement at the Standard 
their visit will terminate, but it is likely that 


the results of the next fortnight will induce 


them to proiong their stay if the necessary ar- 
rangements can be made. 

Miss Vokes has changed but little in appear- 
ence since she romped with Victuria and Fred in 
“ Belles of the Kitchen.” She is still young, 
agile, slender, and graceful; the piquant pretti- 
ness of her face and the droll charm of her 
manner still exert a strong influence upon 
the susceptible spectator: her roguish eyes 


are used with the same old _ irresistible 
effect. She still sings a comic song as only 
Rosina Vokes can sing one, and in her rendering 
of “His *Art was True to Poll” she boldly 
challenges comparison (on the part of listeners 
with long memories) with Mrs. John Wood and 
Lydia Thompson—and triumphs, too, without 
imitating either of her predecessors. She dances 
like a syiph and invests the “ Sailor’s Hornpipe” 
with a charm it neverseemed to have before. Miss 
Vokes was seen last evening as Mrs. Merriaew 
in a farcical sketch by Mr. G. W. Godfrey called 
“My Milliner’s Biil,” while in ‘A Christmas 
Pantomime Rehearsal,” the piece de résistance 
of the eveninz, she was Miss Lily, a good- 
humored young lady, who is cast.in the pan- 
tomime asademon, a fairy, and one of the 
unfortunate babes in the wood, and who 
in addition to the arduous duties which thus de- 
volve upon her makes herself generally useful 
in the way of pushing the fragile craft of the 
fairy queen through the waters of the enchant- 
ed grotto, and imparting valuable hints to the 
other actorsin regard to the proper management 
of their réles. The farce contains but two char- 
acters, a husband and wife, the formera young 
barrister with a taste for amateur theatricals, 
the latter a well-meaning young lady, who, hav- 
ing been an actress, has acquired a reputation 
for dressing tastefully and expensively, and in 
attempting to live up to this reputation 
efter marriage has run up ae dress- 
maker’s bill of gigantic proportions. The 

iece is of the slightest possible texture, 

ut it is cleverly written, and the situations 
in which the bewildered and _ persistent 
beroine is placed affoftied Miss Vokes capital 
opportunities for the display of her genuine 
comic talent. Petulance, pique, anxiety, con- 
sternation, and amazement, all treated in the 
light, amusing vein of. farce, were depicted by 
ber with absolute fidelity to nature and with 
an artistic —— and effectiveness within, 
the reach of few comic actresses now upon our 
stage. In the afterpiece she kept the spectators 
in a perfect uproar of merriment, by methods 
scarcely less artistic, never. resorting to gross 
exaggeration as a means of provoking laughter. 
Her acting throughout this clever sketch 
(which abounds ir telling hits at the 
inanities of fashionable amateurs) was 
remarkable for sincerity,.a merit which the 
careless spectator would not be apt to appreci- 
ate, and one which many comediennes would 
not think necessary to strike for. She was act- 
ually a silly, but very much interested gir! 
who entered zealousty into the spirit ot 
the parts imposed upon hér, though, young as 
she remarked, her dramatic experience was lim- 
ited, asshe had never — anything before 
except Juliet. She was ademon with a proper 
sense of the awfulness of stage demons, a beatific 
fairy, and an artless infant, while her song de- 
scribing the fate ot the babes, with an appropri- 
ate refrain reminiscent of: ‘** Patty cake, baker's 
man,” was delivered with the proper amount of 

ravity. Thereis a place on the stage for bur- 
esque as refined and amusing as this. 

The company supporting Miss Vokes is made 
up of comely and intelligent young ladies and 
gentlemen. Miss Carlingford is handsome and 
statuesque, with a contralto voice; Mr. Brandon 
Thomas is a versatile: comedian who un- 


derstands the value of repose; Miss. Agnes‘ 


Miller is a plump and.charming ingenué. 
But the principal triumphs of _ the 
svening, next to that of Miss Vokes, 
were made by Mr. Weedon Grossmith and Miss 
Leslie Chester, the former contributing to the 
burlesque a slight character sketch, the truthful- 
ness and humor of which were immediately recog- 
nized. Lord Arthur Somersault, the Bad Rob- 
ber of the pantomine, is a London youth, 
vacuous and rather siow, but ostentatiously 
correct in his -manners. Miss Chester is 
a perfect type of English beauty, the counter- 
part in face and form of some of Du Maurier’s 
charming pictures of his countrywomen in 
Punch. Her character in the burlesque last 
evening.did not impose heavy burdens upon her, 
but her graceful dancing pleased the spectators, 
and asentimental ballad sung with touching 
simplicity was redemanded: Miss_ Chester's 
photograph islikely to bein demand before the 
week is over. 

Asa lever de rideau a dainty little comedy by 
Sydney Grundy called “In Honour Bound” 
was given. Mr. Grundy is one of the most am.- 
bitious of English playwrights, and a writer of 
striking ability, although few of his pieces have 
been produced here. *“ The Snowball,” familiar 
to frequenters of Wallack’s, is the play by which 
he is best known in New-York, altnough it is 
understood that“ The Silver Shield,” bis latest 
and best play, is now in the bands of a New- 
York manager. “In Honor Bound” deals with 
a delicate subject in a delicate way; its story 
is mildiy pathetic rather than humorous, al- 
though there is no lack of wit in the dialogue 
or of ingenuity in the construction. Pieces of 
this character rarely please here, however, un- 
less some player of universal ability is con- 
cerned in their ac rena wer “In Honor 
Bound” was neatiy but not brilliantly acted last 
evening.

THEATRE COMIQUE.

MR. BOTT’S CONCERT. 

Herr Jean Joseph Bott, who enjoyed con- 
siderable renown in Germany many years ago 
as acomposer, kapellmeister, and virtuoso, came 
forth in the latter capacity yesterday evening 
at Steinway Hail during the progress of a con- 
cert gotten up, apparently, for the express pur- 
pose of introducing him to the American 
public. Herr Bott also appeared, on the 
occasion under notice, as a composer, for among 
his numbers were a concerto of his own and a 
cavatina. A discussion of Herr Bott's merits as 
a writer, however, need not be attempted on the 
strength of yesterday's entertainment, for the 
company’s most successful achievements, the 
most noticeable of which bears the form of a 
eymphony, were not made known last even- 
ing. As @ virtuoso the new-comer _ can- 
not. claim high rank. His perform- 
ance. of the “Kreutzer” sonata showed 
him to be a musician of refinement and taste, 
but his execution, which lacked volume and 

netration of tone as well as clearness and briil- 
ancy—the want last hinted at growing to some 
extept out of the dullness of the artist’s violin— 
indicated that if the virtuoso ever possessed 
exceptional powers of execution neglected 
practice for the touch of had lessened them 
to no slight extent. In cities where admirable 
violin performances ‘are léss frequent than in 
New York Herr Bott’s musicianly qualities and 
eimplicity of manner would go far toward mak- 
ing peopie overlook many technical defects; vio- 
lin playing, in.whicb lovely and vigorous tone, 
‘surprising rapidity and facility of execution. and

WHERE THE AUDIENCE HELPED. 


A NIGHT OF GREAT JOLLITY+AT HARRI- 
GAN’S PARK THEATRE. 

The stage at Harrigan’s Park Theatre 
last evening extended for most of the time clear 
through the auditorium and away out beyond 
the lobby. Very eariy indeed in the day no seats 
were to be had on the main floSr and few in the 
gallery. When the doors of the theatre were 
opened the throng at the gates was 
something remarkable. The crowds poured in 
until, long before the time announced for.begin- 
ning the performance, the theatre proper was 


full to overflowing—boxes, seats, and aisles—and 
wir of men stood six ranks deep out in the 
obby. 

The occasion was one a little out of the com- 
mon. Some eight years ago, when the old The- 
are Comique was flourishing and the Seventh 
Regiment Musical and Dramatic Association 
wanted the accessories wherewith to give an 
entertainment, Mr. Harrigan came forward 
and gave the association all the properties, 
dresses, &c., they needed. The courtesy was 
not forgotten. After the Theatre Comique was 
burned to the ground and the company found a 
new home in their present location many of the 
members of the Seventh's association went to 
the playhouse and cheered the actors with a 
most rousing welcome. Last night they repeated 
this asa reminder that they had not forgotten 
the kindness. 

It was a big family party that assembled in 
the theatre last evening. Everybody there 
knew everybody else. Most of those who did 
the welcoming came from the Seventh Regiment 
and the New-York Athletic Club and every 
one was in full dress. The expanse of linen dis- 

layed in the shirt collars alone was something 
mmense. Mr. Waldo Sprague, the genial con- 
ductor of ceremonies, said there were between 
700 and 800 of “the boys” present, “and all of 
them are gentlemen,” he added. 

In honor of the visit, the theatre was beauti- 
fully decorated. Wreaths were hung abcut the 
entrance and pendant flags draped the doorways. 
Other flags and strips of bunting and shields dis- 
playing the national colors were twined about 
the posts and hung from the galleries and 
decked the boxes. The inscription ‘“* Welcome” 
in large letters was conspicuously displayed in 
the lobby, and above the proscenium arch was a 
large representation of the Seventh Regiment 
badge, with its motto, “ Pro patria et gloria.”

Atthe end of the first act the audience re- 
mained seated. No one went out to observe the 
weather.

He was 
invariably shouted down. 

Mr. M. J. Bradley came in for hisshare of notice 
in the second act,‘and his reception was ear-split- 
ting.

THE HOSPITAL COLLECTION, 





THE PRELIMINARY WORK OF THE SATURDAY 
AND SUNDAY ASSOCIATION. 

The Hospital Saturday and Sunday As- 
eociation held a stated meeting at St. Luke’s 
Hospital last evening, it being the last meeting 
prior to the general collection on Hospital 
Sunday. George Macculloch Miller, the Presi- 
dent, occupied the chair. There was a good at- 
tendance of members, among them Temple 
Prime, A. B. Ansbacher, the Rev. Thomas M. 
Peters, Thomas C. Smith, A. G. Agnew, Charies 
Renauld, and 8S. D. Babcock. 

F. F. Cook, the general agent of the associa- 
tion, made an interesting report as to the 
progress of the preparatory work for the 
various collections. From the organized trades 
he reported that the collections now 
making would probably exceed the results 
of any previous year. With regard to 
trades not organized into auxiliaries, such 
as the clothing, millinery, hat and 
cap, grocery. tea, aud turniture_ trades, 
the piano manufacturers, the sugar refiners, the 
soap manufacturers, the hardware trade, the 
iron and steel trade, the coal trade, the insurance 
interest, the banks, and others, he said that 8,000 
contribution lists had been distributed among 
them—one to each house in the trade—in the 
hope that employers and their employes would 
co-operate in the good work. The indica- 
tions from this field, Mr. Cook reported, were 
most promising, and although it was only a 
short time since the lists were sent out several 
score were already returned to the Treasurer, 
Charles Lanier,No.26 Nassau-street,some of them 
containing as many asa hundred names of em- 
ployes contributing each from 25 cents to $1 
and even as high as $5, while, asa rule, the lists 
were headed by larger amounts from the prin- 
cipals of the firms. Mr. Cook instanced some of 
the cases in which there was promise of contri- 
butions greatly in excess of last year’s. The dry 
goods trade last year gave about $4,000. There 1s 
giready assured that at least $5,000 will be con- 
tributed from that quarter this year. The 
tobacco trade gave $2,000 ast year 
and will now give $2,500. The drug, 
daint, and oil trades ve $560. Lists 
so far reported indicate contributions of at 
least $800, while the Jeather trade will give 
— as much, against $425 last year, Mr. 

ook reported that the outlook was most 
encouraging for increased collections in the 
churches on Sunday, the desire to help in this 
as in all good work having been stimulated 
through the advent missions. 

Mr. Stone submitted to the meeting a state- 
ment showing the work and resources of each of 
the hospitals connected with the association 
for the year -e: Sept. 30. The total ex- 

enses of the 21 hospitals were $601,801 44.

THE 2,500-MILE WALK.

O'LEARY AND WESTON BEGIN THE THIRD 
WEEK OF THEIR LONG RACE, 

Memories of old-time pedestrianism were 
revived in this city when, yesterday, at the 
Cosmopolitan Rink, corner of Broadway 
and Forty-first-street, ‘““Dan’” O’Leary and 
Edward Payson Weston entered upon the 
third week of their 2,500 miles’ walking contest 
for a purse of $3,000. The walk was begun at 
Newark, N. J., on the 7thinst. The men tramp 
j2 hours a day, Sundays excepted, and the record 
nt the close of last Suturday, in Elizabeth, N. J., 
was 559 miles for O’Leany and 556 for Weston. 
Judge Noah Davis was one of the group of 
men who gathered in the upper end of the 
rink yesterday to see the contestants start, and 
he bad consented to give the word. Ropes had 
been stretcbed from pillar to pillar, and on the 
outer edge of the lane which was thus formed 
was laid a rubber strip about a yard wide, which 
constituted the track for the pedestrians. The 
track was made to measure 14 laps to the mile. 
The scoring for the walk is under the supervi- 
sion of Mr. Hamilton Busby. 

Almost onthe stroke of 12 the contestants 
joined the group about the scorers’ tables. They 
were greeted with hearty applause and at once 
toed the scratch. Judge Davis gave the com- 
mand to start by saying ‘Go! and may the 
best man win.” 

At 7 o’clock O’Leary had walked only 27 miles 
and 1lap,while Weston had gone 2 miles and8 laps 
further. About 9:30 P. M 





. M. Weston took the lead 
on the total score from O’Leary, and soon after, 
at 9:50 o’clock, he had covered 600 miles, 
O’Leary then being seven’ Jlaps_ behind 
him. He did not retain the advantage 
long, however, for in less than an hour 
O’Leary was at the head of the procession 
and when the day’s work was done at midnight, 
the score stood: O’Leary, 606 miles, 1 lap; Wes- 
ton, 605 miles and 10 laps. O'Leary had walked 
47 miles and 1 lap, and Weston 49 miles and 10 
laps during the day.

NEXT YEAR’S EXPENSES. 
@INAL ESTIMATES AS MADE BY THE BOARD 
oF ESTIMATE AND APPORTIONMENT, 

. Henry N. Beers asked the Board of Esti- 
‘mate and Apportionment yesterday. before it 
began its work of considering the final esti- 
mates for next year, to fix the time when the 


members of the Council of Reform could be |. 


heard regarding the expenses of the . depart- 
ymuents. Mayor Grace said that the counsel for 
the Gibbs Investigating Committee were to be 
heard on Saturday and suggested that the Coun- 
cil of Reform be heard on that day as well. Mr. 
Beers objected to this arrangement, and he was 
told to appear on Monday. Assemblyman James 
Oliver made a plea for an appropriation of 
$1,000 for the maintenance of Paradise Park. 
He didn’t want the amount put into the Park 
Department estimate unless it was specially 
provided that the amount should be expended 


on Paradise Park. Mr. Oliver also volunteered 
the information that the people about the park 
were excellent judges of music and said that 
there should be a band provided for Summer 
evenings. The board promised to consider the 
matter. 

The estimates of the Department of Public 
Works were then taken up. The department 
was allowed $2,553,450 for 1885, and for next year 
Mr. Squire asked for. $4,498.208. In the pro- 
visional estimate he was allowed $2,725,090. The 
various items of the departmenta! estimate 
were considered seriatim. Thesum of $250,000 
was allowed for repairs, maintenance, and 
strengthening the aqueduct. Mr. William Van 
Rensselaer, of the Citizens’ West Side Associa- 
tion, spoke in favor of appropriating $5,000 for 
sprinkling the Boulevara and West Seventy- 
segond-street, $5,000 for cleaning those thor- 
pugutares, and $1,500 for removing stone 
from the Boulevard, between Fifty-ninth- 
atreet and Manhattan-avenue. He also wanted 
§3.000 for crosswalks, from Fifty-seventh to 
Seventy-ninth street on the Boulevard. Mr. 
Squire said that all these amounts had been in- 
cluded in the estimates made by his department, 
but that the Board of Apportionment had 
reduced the amounts. During the discussion on 
the subject it was charged that, although $5,000 
had been appropriated last year to improve Man- 
hattan-square, not aspade had been put in the 
ground by the Public Works Department. Mr. 
Van Rensselaer was evidently a little disgust- 
ed at the Public Works Department. In a 
burst of confidence he said: “’Pon my word, 
gentlemen, I don’t want to say anything about 
times gone by, but that Boulevard which was 
built by William M. Tweed has stood for 12 years 
without needing any repuirs.”’ 

For repairs and renewalsof pavements and for 
regrading Mr. Squire had asked for $300,000, and 
$200,000 had been provisionally allowed. The 
amount was first increased by $50,000. but at 
Mayor Grace’s suggestion the latter sum was 
added to the appropriation for repaving streets 
and avenues, which was thus made $258,000, 
$500,000 baving been asked for by the Commis- 
sioner. Deputy Commissioner Smith remarked 
that witb half a million dollars every cobble- 
stone payment in the city could be removed 
and trapblock or granite pavement sub- 
Etituted. While this matter was under discus- 
sion Mr. Cassidy, of the Central Taxpayers’ 
Association, said that he wouid favor making in- 
creased appropriations for ‘repaving and repair- 
ing streets if he were certain that the money 
would be properly expended. He said that he 
had complained to Mr. Smith that men who were 
ret to work repairing the pavement on Third- 
Rvenuc, between Forty-seventh and Fifty-first 
gtreets, scarcely worked one hour in the day. 
He asked to be confronted with the men, but in- 
stead of that only the foreman of the gang was 
summoned. He said that the pay roils of the 
department would show that what he said was 
true. Mr. Cassidy at a later stage of the pro- 
ceedings charged that there were sinecures in 
the Public Works Department, and that messen- 
gers paid by the city were taken to conventions, 
and made to serve as body-guards up town at 
night. 

*T never watch my clerks or messengers after 
4 o’clock in the afternoon,” was the way Mr. 
Squire answered this attack, President Sanger 
nilso posed as defending the Commissioner. e 
vautionea Mr. Cassidy not to make any charges 
which he could not prove. s 

The result of the consideration of Mr. Squire’s 
estimates was that the sum of $2,727,090 was ap- 
propriated, the increase 6f $2,000 over the pro- 
visional estimate being caused by appropriating 
that sum for improving the ventilation of Wash- 
ington Market. 

The estimates of the Departments of Charities 
and Correction called for $1,947,607 50,of which 
the sum of $1,537,300 was allowed. The amount 
for supplies was reduced from $1,084,000 to 
$960,000. 
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EXCISE BOARD METHODS. 
"HOW THE CHARGES AGAINST THE OWNERS 
OF THREE SALOONS WERE DISMISSED. 
A case was disposed of recently by the 
Excise Commissioners which has excited much 
adverse comment among those famillar with the 
facts. Cain & Brother own and occupy three 
paloons of the “ distillery’? order, situated, re- 
spectively, at No. 331 East Thirty-fifth-street, 
No. 335 East Thirty-first-street, and No. 229,East 
Twenty-ninth-street. The law does not permit 
the Commissioners to license one firm to run 
three saloons, so the licenses are granted in the 


names of Peter Cain, Michael Cain, and Owen 
O’Brien, respectively. The first twoform the 
firm of Cain & Brother, and the latter, who, 
when the license was granted, swore that he was 
the owner of the Twenty-ninth-street place, isa 
mythical owner only. The firm name appears 
over the entrance to each place, and the Cains 
were yesterday acknowledged by Michael Cain 
to be the Owners of the establishment. 

Late in October John Henry Fagan, employed 
ns a bartender at the Thirty-fifth-street place, 
was discharged. He immediately charged the 
firm before the Excise Board with the sale of 
whisky and beer on two Sundays. Fagan acted 
upon the advice of the Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby. 
who had investigated Fagan’s charges and found 
them to pe substantially true. The case was set 
fora hearing on two days in November, and 
was adjourned until Dec. 5. Just beforea sub- 
poena server appeared at Fagan‘s residence to 
summon him to appear before the board, Fagan 
was called away from his house. A hearing was 
finally bad on the following Monday, and the 
cases against the Cains were dismissed by unani- 
mous vote of the board, who took the ground 
that the charges were prompted by malice; that 
Fagan’s accusations were unsupported by any 
Dther evidence, and hecause there had never be- 
fore been a charge made against the Cains in 
the more than 25 years in which they had been 
engaged in business. 

Fagan wept to the Thirty-fifth-street place 
about 6 o’clock last Sunday morning to get new 
evidence against his old employers, and saw 
Michael Cain himself selling liquor to custom- 
prs. This fact he yesterday reported to Dr. 
Howard Crosby. That gentleman decided, how- 
ever, that it would be useless to prefer charges 
Against the firm “ before such a body of men of 
those Commissioners, of whom Morris seems to 
be the only decent one,” to quote his words. 
Fagan tells astory of attempts at bribery by the 
Cain brothers, which facts are substantiated by 
the parties themselves. Two men, Peter Kane 
and Thomas McMahon, living in the same 
tenement with Fagan, were offered $2 each 
to go before the Excise Board and testify tbat 
tbey had been to Cain’s places on Sundays, had 
asked for and failed to obtain liquor, The men 
refused the offer, and three other men swore to 
the same effect. How their testimony was ob- 
tained does notappear. A man visited Mr. Fa- 
gan’s the day before that once fixed upon for 
the trial. In the presence of Mr. Tremblingh, 
the janitor of the building, and his wife, this 
person proffered to Mrs. Fagan $30 in greenbacks, 
which was to be her money in case she could in- 
duce her husband to withdraw his charges 
against the Cain brothers, or, in case this could 
not he done, to keep him out of the way of 
subpoena servers,so that he should fail to ap- 
pear before the Excise Board whenever the vase 
should be set down for a hearing. Mrs. Fagan 
seems to have been attracted by the money, but 
her husband would consent to no such arrange- 
ment. Fagan will probably make other charges 
against Cain, ana tne cases, according to Dr. 
Crosby, deserve a full and searching investiga- 
tion,sucnas he gave it. The question of the 
granting of three Jicenses to one firm, in direct 
violation of the law, would also, says Dr. Cros- 
by, invite the attention of an honest and right- 
minded Board of Excise Commissioners. The 
Cains, when asked about the facts are. , de- 
nied the attempts at bribery and the e of 
liquors on Sunday. 
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DE LA SALLE CHRISTMAS EXERCISES.

He 
said he merely presented the ticket to 
Chun Lee ana asked him if he had 
issued it, when the Celestial hustled him away 
from the door, which’ another Chinaman 
promptiy locked, The Chinamen next made a 
rush for their money drawer, threw it on the 
iloor, and aroused the neighborhood with cries 
of “Thieves!” “ Police!” &c. Then he struck 
ibe Chinaman who hustled him.

THE WORKINGMANS ATTITUDE. 
JOHN SWINTON’S ADVICE TO THE REFORMED 
CHURCH CLERGYMEN, 


John Swinton talked to a number of the 
clergymen of the Reformed Church at their 
meeting in the Board of Publication rooms yes- 
terday about their duty toward the great class 
known popularly as “workingmen.” When a 
clergyman came to him some time ago and asked 
him what he must do to assist in stemming the 
seemingly incipient conflict between capital and 
labor Mr. Swinton said to bim: ** You must kill 
Cadmus; you must kill Faust.” The clergyman 
seemed dumfounded at the response and asked 
an explanation. This the speaker gave substan- 
tially in this manner. When Cadmus and Faust 
turned loose upon the world the arts of writing 
and printing they let loose a force which has 


now reached a point asa social factor which is 
beyond the control of capital and any organiza- 
tion designed to trample upon the rights which 
the workingman regardsas his. The working- 
man has never been a reader until the present 
generation. Now he reads and he has learned to 
think, and he will be led to higher methods of 
thought, to finer feelings, and to the cultiva- 
tion of that subtle thing which we cal! common 
sense, That they have already begun to grasp 
itis shown now by the organization of workers 
for self-protection and the control of the more 
advanced and intelligent of these organizations 
by the most intelligent and conservative of their 
members, 

“Four factors have within the past two dec- 
ades,” said Mr. Swinton, “ tended to cement firm- 
ly togetber the proletariat for purposes of self- 
protection. These are the concentration of cap- 
ital, the growth of the inventive faculty, and the 
consequent production of Jlabor-saving mu- 
chinery, which is still in its infancy; the growth 
of cities and the concentration of workers in 
great bodies, and the consequent sharp compe- 
tition in the struggle for existence, and the 
labor of women and children in competi- 
tion with that of men sud machinery. These 
factors combine to fforce the  working- 
man to the wall, When you get him 
there what are you going to do with 
him? He is close to the wall now and the prob- 
lem is unsolved. He sees what is coming, and 
naturally, as he has learned to think a little, and 
but a little, he turns to revolution as a means to 
better his condition. Heisa natural enemy in 
his present.condition to men like the recently 
deceased millionaire who controlled a billion of 
dollars, more than twice the amount of money 
in the entire world atthe time of Julius Cesar. 
Sitting in his office now, but a block from here, 
isthe, to them, personation of diabolism who 
controls another billion of dollarsand has _ 100,- 
000 men in his power as his employes. They 
are his enemies because he treats them 
in such a way that they cannot well be other- 
wise. Itis your duty, not only to teach them that 
they must be friends of the employer, but:to 
teach him that he must so treat them 
as to make them his friends. It won‘t do for 
you to preach to such men as Jay Gould and 
the owner of the Mail and Express lambent, 
prosaic, and phosphorescent sermons on the love 
ot God to man andstop there. You must teach 
them, and make them know as a matter of self- 

reservation, the necessity of the love of man 
‘orman. If they don‘t learn the lesson soon 
there is a danger, growing daily more powertul, 
which they will be utterly unable to control. 

** One great trouble you have to confront is the 
fact that the workingman doesn’t go to church. 
You may say he does, and may like to think that 
he does. But that doesn’t alter the fact that he 
doesn’t. One reason for this is that the prole- 
tariat, impressed perhaps by facts learned trom 
the history of France, regards you as arrayed on 
the side of capital,and antagonistic to him. 
You certainly ought not to bealways on the 
side of capital, as you, perhaps unconsciously, 
almost invariably are. My advice to you, 
deduced from what I have learned by min- 
gling closely with them, jis that the clergy 
should mingle with them, disabuse them of their 
erroneous ideas as to your position, and put 
yourselves in the same relation to them that 
Christ did when He was on earth. Instead of 
seeking out and catering to the class which 
Wears diamonds and owns millions, find and get 
close to the people and help solve the problem. 
You will find noclass with more solid common 
sense than those men who are now active and 
prominent in organizing labor, and you will find 
them teachable and tractable.’ 

The ministers will think over the address for a 
week and discuss it next Monday morning.

THE GIBBS COMMITTEE’S WORE. 
SEVERAL BILLS IN THE INTEREST OF RE- 
FORM NOW BEING PREPARED. 

It is considered probable that at least a 
dozen bills calling for remedial legislation in 
city affairs will go to the Legislature from the 
Gibbs Investigating committee as a result of 
fully 8,000 pages of printed testimony affecting 
the various departments. The lawyers em- 
ployed by the committee are busy drafting the 
bills, so that they may go in with the commit- 
tee’s report. The committee has not yet acted 


on any bill, nor even officially considered one, 
though it is likely that Senato ; Gibbs will call 
the members into executive session for that 
purpose next week. 

The rougb drafts of six new bills are already’ 
completed by the counsel, after consultation 
with several gentlemen who are more or less 
known in connection with reform in city affairs. 
The views of the committee on the subject mat- 
ter contained in them were thoroughly known 
before the bills were drawn, and there will not 
be much delay in getting them into the hands of 
the engrosser. One bill abolishes the Board of 
Relief inthe Tax Department, and makes the 
Board of Assessors do a good deal more work, 
Another biil calls for singie-headed city depart- 
ments. A third provides for payments 
on contracts made before the adoption 
of the constitutional amendment. limit- 
ing the city’s indebtedness. The committee 
did not go very farinto the Public Works De- 
partment, but it will report a bill doing away 
with unbalanced bids. Another bill aims to re- 
lieve the Mayor of the perfunctory duty of 
signing warrants for the payment of money 
from the city Treasury. Nothing has yet been 
done about an amendment to the Consolidation 
act governing the excise laws and their efficient 
administration. It is not improbable that any 
bill the committee may submit will have a close 
relationship to the Crosby-Gerry high license 
bill.

The last named two roads are 
narrow gauge roads running through the west- 
ern parts of New-York and Pennsylvania and 
connecting with the Eriesystem. in the Au- 
tumn ot 1884 they both made default in the pay- 
ment of irfterest on their bonded indebtedness. 
Tnereupon foreclosure suits were begun by the 
bondholders and the two roads were placed in 
the hands ot the Receivers. Before these 
suits were brought to a conclusion, 
however, the Keceivers of each began 
suit- against the Erie Company, claiming 
that under certain contracts between the Erie 
and the narrow gauge roads the Erie had agreed 
to make up any deficiency in the earnings of the 
narrow gauge roads to pay their bonded: indebt- 
edness, The Erie Com@any refused to pay the 
deficiencies, and defended the actions on the 
ground that the contracts reterred to were ille- 
gal and most unjust and imposed onita heavy 
burden without any ce ialg coun J benefit. The 
cases went before Judge Donobue,in the Su- 
preme Court, last October. The counsel for the 
Erie Road made a motion to dismiss the com- 
plaints on the grounds above stated. The mo- 
tion was argued at great length. Judge Douo- 
hue yesterday rendered his decision, granting 
the motion and directing judgment for the Erie 
Company in each case, J. A. Buchanan and 
Charles Steele appeared for the Erie Company 
and W. W. Mactfarland and Frank N. Platt for 
tne plaintiffs in each case. 





OFFERING TO PAY HALF ITS DEBTS.
